Organization of Journal: 
Resources in Education is made up of resumes and indexes. The resumes provide 
descriptions of each document and abstracts of their content. Resumes appear in a “Document 
Section” and are numbered sequentially by an accession number beginning with a prefix ED 
(ERIC Document). The indexes appear in an “Index Section” and provide access to the Resumes 
by Subject, Personal Author, Institution, and Publication Type.

The documents cited in Resources in Education, except as noted, are available from the ERIC 
Document Reproduction Service (EDRS), in both microfiche (MF) and paper copy (PC), or 
microfiche only. Availability in microfiche only may be determined by the source, for proprietary 
or copyright reasons, or by ERIC for reasons related to legibility and reproducibility.

Each issue 
announces approximately 1000 documents and pro- 
vides indexes by Subject, Personal Author, Institu- 
tion, Publication Type, and ERIC Clearinghouse 

Number. This special Computer Output Microfiche 

(COM) edition is prepared directly from the ERIC 

database prior to publication of the printed journal 

and therefore is lacking the cover and other regular 
introductory and advertising matter contained in the 
printed journal. The COM edition contains all five 
of the indexes in the printed edition. The first acces- 
sion in each issue of RIE is the issue itself. In this 
way, the monthly microfiche collection for each 
issue is immediately preceded by a microfiche 
index to that collection. This practice began with 
the RIE issue for May 1979. The electronic version

A research study focused on the funding method 

for further education (FE) in Britain. From a theo- 

retical study of the stimuli built into the new fund- 
ing methodology, four topics of interest were 
selected for further investigation. To clarify the 
arguments, these topics were cast as a series of 
hypotheses that could then be tested using both 
national, aggregate data, documentary, and inter- 
view evidence from eight case study colleges. 

Hypothesis 1 was that colleges were subsidizing 

core provision from their franchising arrangements. 

Franchising was not without risk, financially or 

educationally. Franchising has a revealed a diver- 

gence in views about what should legitimately be 
funded as FE. Franchising is used as a vehicle for 
increasing participation or improving access to FE. 

Hypothesis 2 was that convergence has worsened 

the performance of students in FE. Its consequences 

were seen to be less adverse than expected. Main 


responses to convergence have been to change the 
terms and conditions of the teaching staff, and to 
diminish enrichment and pastoral care. Hypothesis 
3 was that tariff farming may have led to greater 
diversity of provision within colleges. Manipula- 
tions of the tariff were rather more talked about than 
actually done. Hypothesis 4 was that there is greater 
differentiation within regions than between them. 
Evidence was not definitive, and the regional fund- 
ing of FE needed further exploration. (Contains 53 
references.)

The first stage of research into the impact of part- 

time employment on young people in full-time edu- 
cation analyzed questionnaires from 555 young 
people aged 14-19 in 7 secondary schools and in 7 
further education sector colleges in Britain. A liter- 
ature review focused on issues involved in combin- 
ing part-time employment and full-time education. 
Findings indicated the following: employment was 
common among 14-15 year-olds and almost univer- 
sal for 16-19 year-olds; extent of engagement in 
employment and range of hours worked did not vary 
significantly by socioeconomic grouping or loca- 
tion; college students and students studying toward 
vocational qualifications were significantly more 
likely to take part-time jobs and work longer hours; 
and the motivation to mix work and study was to 
earn money, usually to maintain a preferred life- 
style. Larger numbers of young people perceived 
work as having some adverse impact on their aca- 
demic performance, and on their home and social 
life. Part-time work appeared to be an insignificant 
factor in causing dropout. Teachers and institu- 
tional managers felt paid employment was benefi- 
cial in offering preparation for adult life. Evidence 
supported their belief that many students work 
longer hours than is good for them. Findings sup- 
ported a combination of strategies designed to assist 
young people working excessive hours to voluntar- 
ily to reduce their commitment to part-time work, 
backed by some tightening of legislation and codes 
of practice.

A July, 1999 survey of seven colleges and a 
school consortium highlighted issues to consider 
when planning for implementation of Curriculum 
2000 reforms in Britain. The project's primary 
focus was the impact of the changes on the 
Advanced (A level) and Advanced Supplementary 
(AS) qualifications. The colleges operate in differ- 
ent local settings with different experiences with 
collaboration. Draft specifications for new AS/A2 
and General National Vocational Qualifications 
courses are awaiting approval. Post-16 providers 
welcome the opportunity to offer students a broader 
experience, and are planning increases in AS sub- 
ject offerings. Generally, institutions welcome Cur- 
riculum 2000 as creating the opportunity for 
students to mix academic and vocational programs. 
Colleges have differing responses to the Key Skills 
initiative, depending on past experience with other 
programs and their resources. Curriculum 2000 
enhances the importance of tutorial and counseling 
support, and brings additional responsibilities for 
tutors related to guidance, monitoring, and Key 
Skills. Many colleges see the move toward more 
resource-based learning as inevitable and recognize 
the implications for student guidance from Curricu- 
lum 2000 changes. Some colleges are using existing 
management or curriculum task groups to work on 
the changes; others have set up new groups. Practi- 
cal implementation issues are: time tabling the new 
curriculum; the assessment and examination cycle; 
funding; increased teaching time and costs; 
increased staffing; and new accommodation 
demands for new courses.

The fourth session of the UNEVOC International 
Advisory Committee was opened by Colin N. 
Power, whose welcoming address emphasized the 
importance of technical-and vocational education 
(TVE) for socioeconomic development of 
UNESCO's member states. He pointed out that this 
sector of education is facing serious challenges 
posed by the recent trends in globalization of econ- 
omy and education and the application of new tech- 
nologies. The Advisory Committee recommended 
continuation of the UNEVOC project; a broader 
approach to educating the new generations for the 
challenges of the world of work and productivity in 
the 21st century; and a view of TVE as an integral 
part of a comprehensive concept of lifelong learn- 
ing.

Online teaching technologies still have three 
main disadvantages: cost, complexity, and negative 
impacts on productivity. In many areas of Canada, 
cost is still a major factor affecting ownership and 
use of computers and other new technologies. Until 
online teaching technologies become as simple to 
use as telephones and new cars, they will continue 
to fail to produce productivity increases. The Inter- 
net illustrates how online teaching technologies 
have been a mixed blessing. The Internet's potential 
advantages as a teaching tool stem from the fact that 
it is engrossing and inherently interesting, incorpo- 
rates multi-sensory uses of media, provides enor- 
mous numbers of connections to other sources of 
information and interaction, allows everyone an 
individualized experience, and can both reflect and 
be a creation of teachers and learners. However, 
these same characteristics also account for some of 
the Internet's major weaknesses as a teaching tool.

The Administrative Leadership Institute offered 
a Leadership Institute, Regional Group Meetings, 
and online support to administrators of adult basic 
and literacy education programs in Pennsylvania. 
The program was developed following a needs 
assessment that gathered information from admin- 
istrators in the state. The Leadership Institute, held 
in Philadelphia, drew 49 administrators from 37 
agencies to workshops on 6 topics (managing 
change, creating a professional development plan, 
task and process balance, planning for technology, 
team building, and conflict and feedback skills) to 
inform participants’ practice through situational 
learning activities. Regional groups built on the 
work of the Leadership, Institute and were facili- 
tated by one of the administrators from the region 
who had attended the Institute. Results from two 
self-evaluation surveys completed by the partici- 
pants demonstrated changes in their practices and 
beliefs in the direction of use of situational learning 
activities that encouraged participants to examine 
topics in light of their own practice. In addition, the 
project provided a sense of community for practi- 
tioners who have traditionally been working alone. 
The project concluded that professional develop- 
ment is most effective when it happens over time; 
that professional development should encourage 
reflection; that professional development should 
recognize different learning styles; that it should 
foster community; and that it should validate pro- 
fessionals as professionals.

San Francisco Works (SFWorks) is a collabora- 
tive welfare-to-work project conducted by a coali- 
tion of large San Francisco-area employers, the 
city's Chamber of Commerce, and the United Way 
of the Bay Area. The project was piloted beginning 
in March 1998 by contracting with five community- 
based organizations (CBOs) to provide a compre- 
hensive range of job training services. It was 
expected that the CBOs would build their own rela- 
tionships with employers, but those relationships 
did not materialize in most cases.

In 1998, researchers were requested to undertake 
an evaluation of a proposed new behavior program 
at the Melbourne Juvenile Justice Centre. The 
behavior management program at the Centre 
attempts to intervene constructively in the lives of 
young offenders. The project aims to increase the 
range of skills for management of clients’ behaviors 
in a fair, respectful, and rewarding environment; 
encourage clients to become accountable for their 
actions; change client relationships to authority; 
and maximize young people's abilities to transfer 
positive learning to the community. The hypothesis 
is that increased capacity for reflection will facili- 
tate the taking of greater responsibility for 
thoughts, feelings, decisions, and actions. The eval- 
uation focused on identifying the expectations that 
clients, staff, and management had for the project; 
assessing the impact the project had on clients, 
staff, management, and the environment in the 
units; and formulating recommendations. Evalua- 
tion of the pilot project indicates that participants 
generally did change in the direction of the hypoth- 
esis, and that further work needs to be done to con- 
solidate the changes in management style and to 
ensure that changes in participants continue into the 
community.

Suicide is the second leading cause of death in 

the 10- to 19-year-old population in Oregon. The 

suicide rate has increased more than five-fold in the 
last three and one-half decades. This trend can be 
reversed by developing an understanding of the 
characteristics, behaviors, and events associated 
with suicide in at-risk youth. The Youth Risk 
Behavior Survey (YRBS) is one tool available to 
identify suicidal ideation and behavior. Fifty high 
schools were randomly selected to participate in the 
survey. This report describes demographic, envi- 
ronmental, and behavioral characteristics associ- 
ated with suicide attempts. Survey results 
determined that suicide is a persistent problem 
among Oregon's youth. Among those who attempt 
suicide, there is a spectrum of desires, from cries for 
help to death. Many youth are ambivalent about 
ending their lives, and would rather live if a solution 
could be found. There is a continuum of self- 
destructiveness that can be measured in adoles- 
cents, and these behaviors and characteristics relate 
to premature adult mortality. The best individual 
behavioral characteristics for identifying high 
school students at risk of making suicide attempts 
are injection drug use, frequent use of inhalants, 
tobacco or cocaine, and multiple pregnancies.

Before making determinations about counseling 
people who have been harmed by technology, coun- 
selors need to identify the problems and symptoms 
The paper states that this approach is similar to 
what occurs with other family counseling issues. 
The only difference noted is that this counseling is 
more focused on what happens inside families from 
a family therapeutic poire of view, not only paying 
attention to those clients who are harmed but also to 
the family systems in which the problems or symp- 
toms occur. The paper stresses the importance of 
attending to those who feel they are not catching up 
with the constant and rapid change in technology 
Listening with simple acceptance is an effective 
technique for those who have a fear of micro-elec- 
tronic systems. For those tired of technology, a trip 
to a natural setting is helpful. The stress manage- 
ment model used for teacher burnout is useful for 
clients who have stress and depression. The model 
contains a recognition stage, contact stage, and 
insight stage that helps clients identify the degree of 
stress, aids in discovering the meaning of their 
struggle, and helps them gather insight into their 
experience. The paper particularly focuses on coun- 
seling Japanese high school students.

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Identifiers—Information Society, *Singapore 
The information society is a society in which the 
quality of life, as well as prospects for social change 
and economic development, increasingly depend on 
information and its exploitation. In such a society, 
living standards, patterns of work and leisure, the 
education system, and the marketplace are all influ- 
enced by advances in information and knowledge. 
The Singapore government is a strong supporter 
and advocate of Information Technology (IT). One 
of the three priorities of the government for Sin- 
gapore's education system in the 21st century is to 
exploit computer technology for enhancing class- 
room learning. This paper discusses the negative 
impact of IT economically, socially, politically, and 
morally, and the challenges this impact presents to 
the government. It also discusses the impact on 
families and how to counsel families of the IT age. 
Family problems are mostly stress-related; stress is 
often compounded by advances in technology. 
Counselors are encouraged to address this issue 
with families. Clients should learn to be account- 
able, and adaptable, in learning how to manage 
stress.

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logical Change 


Technological modifications to people's set of 
values in terms of work, education and family are 
reexamined and redefined in this paper. The paper 
recommends that the technological impact on fami- 
lies needs to be studied in a context of cultural 
change. It examines technology's impact on Taiwan 
Chinese families in the contexts of cultural transi- 
tion and human relationships. Findings suggest that 
technological advances can bring enhanced com- 
munication and quality of life to families, but that 
technology can become problematic when the users 
confuse means with the ends. Counselors who are 
aware of both the promises and limitations of tech- 
nology can develop better insights and strategies for 
dealing with families who are experiencing change 
due to cultural transition and technological 
advances. Counselors can facilitate the retaining of 
the best of family beliefs, as well as reconstruction 
of ethics and rearrangement of family relationships. 
It concludes that the social constructivist approach 
in counseling appears appropriate for working with 
Taiwan Chinese families.

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Identifiers—*Credit Cards, Hong Kong 


Credit cards have swept through almost every 
social class and all ages in Hong Kong. This paper 
attempts to provide a preliminary analysis of the 
possible impact of credit cards on individuals and 
their families in Hong Kong. A literature review 
reveals that Hong Kong people, while enjoying the 
freedom and convenience of “plastic money,” are 
following in the United States’ footsteps of easy 
future spending and huge debts. An analysis on 
credit card adoption did reveal some problems 
experienced by families and society. Impacts of the 
changes in the concept of money spending, banking 
activities, and purchasing activities on consumers 
have been observed to be different for people from 
diverse social class status and from various age 
groups. In response to these new emerging prob- 
lems, social welfare professionals have been urged 
to gain new intervention skills and knowledge 
They have been encouraged to equip themselves 
with skills in credit counseling, family budgeting, 
and financial management, so that they are more 
ready to assist the increasing number of clients with 
such problems as well as provide preventive pro- 
grams. (JDM) 
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In Asia, the family unit has long been the founda- 
tion of society. The family system, instead of the 
government, provides social, economic, and emo- 
tional support to the individual as well as the family 
itself. Self-reliance and personal responsibility are 
nurtured within the family, but with increased 
urbanization and industrialization of Asia, the fam- 
ily unit is in danger of breaking down. This paper 
questions what will happen to the social structure if 
the family is weakened, and reflects on whether 
Asia will be able to preserve the family in its transi- 
tion to modernization. It states that counselors can 
be helpful in assisting clients with decision-making 
by using opportunities for psychological counsel- 
ing available via the Internet. The paper argues that 
counselors have been focusing exclusively on the 
internal aspects of families and have ignored the 
larger culture. They have been looking for pathol- 
ogy within the families and have not considered the 
impact of the larger system. The paper suggests that 
counselors address people's schedules to help them 
become less burdened, teach them how to live lives 
based upon their values, and help them develop a 
family mission statement and live by it. (JDM) 
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The technology revolution not only brings new 
channels of global communication, but also brings 
unprecedented changes that can impact America's 
workforce. This paper highlights the impact of tech- 
nology and knowledge-based economies to career 
development and the new concept and strategies 
that need to be developed. The technology revolu- 
tion brings dramatic change to the workplace in that 
job security may no longer exist, and lifespans of 
companies have become shorter overnight. These 
changes have impacted the career counseling field. 
The career information delivery system has shifted 
to online methods. E-mail! provides instantaneous 
transmittal of job listings and resume exchanges. 
The paper states that the linear, predictable proce- 
dure for career development no longer exists. Coun- 
selors need to stress to clients that continuous 
learning and life span education are keys for 
employability, career satisfaction, and to ensure 
adaptability to rapidly changing conditions. Since 
job security has now been changed to constant job 
changes, a perspective on the future must be inte- 
grated into career development. The paper con- 
cludes that the success of a career counselor will be 
the counselor's ability to assimilate changes into 
practice. Technologies such as therapeutic use of 
video, computer related tools, videoconferencing, 
and distance learning are now available to counse- 
lors to help with the transitions of their jobs. (JDM) 
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The possible utilities and limitations of com- 
puter-assisted career guidance systems (CACG) 
have been widely discussed although the effective- 
ness of CACG has not been systematically consid- 
ered. This paper investigates the effectiveness of a 
theory-based CACG program, integrating Sequen- 
tial Elimination and Expected Utility strategies. 
Three types of CACGs are examined: (1) Career 
Decision-Making (CDM) is a program that teaches 
theory-based career decision-making strategies; (2) 
Self-Directed Search-Computer Version (SDS-CV) 
is useful for clients who indicate a lack of adequate 
self-knowledge that relates personal characteristics 
to occupation; and (3) CHOICES has a strong 
emphasis on information access and retrieval. The 
results suggest that it is possible not only to inte- 
grate two decision-making strategies, but also that 
the integrated approach is effective in increasing 
students’ vocational identity. The information 
approach (CHOICES) also had a significant long- 
term impact on students’ vocational identity, but fell 
short of significant short-term effect. Students 
appear to favor the use of SDS-CV over CDM and 
CHOICES. The findings of this study may provide 
counseling practitioners with evaluative informa- 
tion for making purchasing decisions, but the paper 
cautions counselors from making decisions based 
on a single factor. (Contains 25 references and two 
tables.) (JDM) 
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Two questions facing the therapeutic community 
right now are: Can machines replace therapists? and 
Can therapy occur without a therapist? This paper 
attempts to respond to these questions through an 
examination of some major Western and Eastern 
theories in the field of psychological therapy. It 
reviews existing writings in the field to emphasize 
that, whatever improvement may occur through the 
use of technology, psychotherapy builds a personal 
relationship between two or more individuals, and 
that it is through this personal relationship that ther- 
apeutic change occurs. To eliminate or limit this 
personal relationship in any way will inevitably 
destroy the essence of therapy. The brief overview 
of some of the writings of theorists concurs that 
therapy is an effective way of changing the 
thoughts, feelings, and behaviors of human beings, 
and the relationship between the client and the ther- 
apist lies at the very heart of therapy. A brief exami- 
nation of the benefits of technology concludes that 
the amount of data available through a computer 
dramatically increases the resources and knowledge 
of the therapist and client. (Contains 42 references.) 
(JDM) 
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Within a therapeutic relationship, there are two 
levels functioning simultaneously: first is the work- 
ing level of the client and counselor; and second is 
the basic human level in which the counselor offers 
a stance of mutual respect and equality. This paper 
expands upon the second level by examining its 
nature and qualities. It posits a basic human connec- 
tion characterized by what has been termed “self- 
integrated authenticity,” which requires a level of 
self-development and concomitant authenticity 
emanating from self-authorship, a striving towards 
balance between conscious and unconscious, and a 
willingness to share one's soul that allows for quali- 
tatively distinctive manifestations of genuineness 
and empathy. It uses Kegan's constructive develop- 
mental theory about the evolution of consciousness 
and meaning-making to analyze the essence and 
development of self-integrated authenticity. The 
paper states that implicit in the discussion of self- 
integrated authenticity and the qualitative differ- 
ences between genuineness and empathy are critical 
implications for counselor education, training, and 
supervision. It suggests that, in order to effectively 
teach and train counselors who are functioning at 
different orders of consciousness, counselors must 
first assess students’ orders of consciousness. It 
concludes that further research and discussion are 
needed to discover how counselor educators and 
supervisors can continue their own development of 
consciousness while empowering their students to 
do the same. (JDM) 
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The complex interpersonal process that makes up 
counseling includes dimensions of interviewing 
skill, assessing the present concerns of the client, 
understanding dynamics of behavior and change, 
and the employment of a repertoire of techniques 
and appropriate interventions. This complexity 
requires integration, either explicitly in a theoreti- 
cal or methodological context or at an implicit func- 
tional level. This paper proposes an integrative 
model that is constructed to help train the beginning 
counselor, as well as more experienced counselors 
and therapists, to utilize the essential elements of 
the process, and to apply a flexible and relevant rep- 
ertoire of skills to formulate appropriate responses. 
The model identifies the integrated conditions of 
the therapeutic process that need to be systemati- 
cally accounted for to create change, and a bridging 
mechanism to connect specific process skills to the 
desired therapeutic change objectives. The mecha- 
nism for this change is mediated learning experi- 
ence (MLE). The paper argues that integrating MLE 
criteria with the dimensions of the counseling pro- 
cess holds promise of enabling counselors to better 
understand therapeutic interactions, and to plan 
appropriate responses and interventions in a sys- 
tematic and effective manner. (JDM) 
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Incidence of anxiety among musicians has been 
investigated mostly among classical players and 
music students. This paper determines that any 
intervention requires a comprehensive understand- 
ing of the primary problem. The presentation of 
music performance anxiety varies from individual 
to individual with many possible sources of origin 
as well as focus. It states that many performers, 
especially students, are anxious because they are 
not adequately prepared by the time of the perfor- 
mance. Counselors can help performers examine 
whether they are mislabeling preparation anxiety 
with performance anxiety. One intervention known 
to help is talking through the decision-making pro- 
cess of becoming and sustaining a musician. Many 
anxious performers engage in a wide range of nega- 
tive thought or self talk patterns. Various forms of 
biofeedback have been utilized in the treatment of 
anxiety. The cognitive-behavioral approaches 
reportedly are more effective in the long run than 
using medication. The paper concludes that from a 
practical standpoint there is merit in attacking the 
symptoms first, often with medication, and then 
tying together the pedagogical assistance and psy- 
chological approaches. (JDM) 
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This paper argues that the individual and person- 
alized approach of pastoral care in schools demands 
the total involvement of school administration, per- 
sonnel, curriculum, and programs. Pastoral care is 
delivered through the various opportunities for con- 
tact between the teacher and student on a more 
informal basis and is in a non-academic setting. 
Group work is the main focus. It involves open 
communication, educational and career guidance, 
and parental involvement in their children's educa- 
tion. The paper describes the aims of pastoral care 
in the Assumption context, which includes a build- 
ing stage, development of self-discipline, encour- 
agement phase, and helping with academic and 
interrelationship problems. Pastoral care is deliv- 
ered through campus ministry, student counseling 
services, and the academic curriculum. It states that 
this comprehensive approach will assist in the 
learning process, serve the goals of achieving aca- 
demic excellence of an all-rounded kind, and 
respect the gradual development and growth of 
young people. (JDM)

Today in China it is the homeroom teacher who 
plays the important role in psychological counsel- 
ing. This paper discusses the development of home- 
room teachers and the many roles they take on in 
schools. It states that the homeroom teacher is a 
leader, organizer, and manager who is the main per- 
son to carry on the national educational policy, the 
educational and teaching plan for the school, the 
link of the home to the school, and promote student 
development. The paper lists the requirements for 
the homeroom teachers, their objectives, and 
responsibilities. Responsibilities related to psycho- 
logical counseling include moral education, under- 
standing and helping students who lag behind, 
guidance of student learning, guidance of personal 
relationships, guidance of psychological problems, 
guidance of physical and health problems, and 
guidance of careers and future education. Some of 
the methods used by homeroom teachers include 
one-on-one counseling, class meetings, group dis- 
cussion, lectures, and visiting with families. It sum- 
marizes that the homeroom teacher system makes it 
possible for teachers to know more about their stu- 
dents and provides ways to solve problems in a 
timely manner. (JDM) 
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The paper states that there are negative physical 
and psychological effects from video games. The 
physical effects include asthenopia and weight 
gain. The psychological effects include confusion 
between reality and fiction, and immature relation- 
ships with others. However, video games can also 
have a therapeutic effect in some cases. Four posi- 
tive effects mentioned are: (1) video games satisfy 
desires which are not allowed in daily life; (2) video 
games can be a common interest for the family; (3) 
video games allow for roles which cannot be dupli- 
cated in real life; and (4) video games protect one’s 
own world from intrusion. The paper concludes that 
video games should be understood for what they are 
before they are judged to be good or bad. It suggests 
that mothers and fathers communicating with their 
children about video games would be helpful 
(JDM) 
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This paper describes five sources of stress found 

to affect the acculturation of Chinese immigrants in 
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the San Francisco area. The stresses are physical 
from adjusting to a new environment; biological 
from diet and immunity changes; social from new 
jobs and schools; cultural from political, language, 
and religious changes; and psychological from val- 
ues and beliefs changes. It states that career adjust- 
ment in the form of career reconstruction plays an 
important role in the acculturation process and in 
reducing social, cultural, and psychological stress. 
It reports that while Chinese people are reluctant to 
use counseling and mental health services, career 
counseling appears to be an exception because it is 
perceived as having little to do with mental health 
issues, although most will terminate the relation- 
ship after one meeting. The paper states that quick 
termination is due to failure to establish a trusting 
and safe relationship. When working with new 
immigrants, the paper suggests that counselors need 
to do the following: (1) establish a trusting and ther- 
apeutic environment, (2) understand the client's 
needs and develop realistic goals for the client; (3) 
teach the client information processing and net- 
working skills; (4) apply appropriate directive 
counseling techniques; and (5) reinforce the client's 
work on a career development plan. (Contains 20 
references.)

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High School Students and Its Implications in

The separation-individuation process is an 
important developmental process of the individual 
self, and disturbances in this process may lead to 
the manifestation of borderline personality symp- 
toms. Previous studies have shown that the psycho- 
logical developmental stages of the Chinese 
children and adolescents in Taiwan occur at an older 
age compared to those in American society. This 
paper describes a study that investigated the separa- 
tion-individuation process of 522 high school stu- 
dents in Taiwan using the Separation-Individuation 
Process Inventory (S-IPI). Results indicate that 
there is a significant correlation between the scores 
on the S-IPI and the borderline personality symp- 
toms self report. There was no significant difference 
on the S-IPI score between the male and female stu- 
dents. The cultural differences in the separation- 
individuation process between the Chinese and 
American populations, as well as the validity of the 
S-IPI for the Chinese population, are discussed. The 
implications of the issue on separation-individua- 
tion in counseling are presented. (Contains four 
tables and 20 references.)

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Emotive Therapy, *Rehabilitation Counseling, 

Thinking Skills 
Identifiers—Ellis (Albert), Experiential Therapy 

This article provides information on how Ratio- 
nal Emotive Behavior Therapy (REBT) can be 
adapted for use in rehabilitation counseling. It 
states that although clients with an average range of 
intelligence have responded well to REBT, clients 
with borderline intellectual functioning are not suit- 
able candidates for cognitive disputing but can be 
taught simple rational coping statements. The paper 
makes a distinction between general REBT and 
preferential REBT. General REBT often involves 
correcting a person's misconceptions about reality, 
improving problem-solving behavior, or teaching 
rational coping statements. Preferential REBT 
involves a philosophical change in the core irratio- 
nal beliefs that an individual may have about life. It 
concludes that REBT combined with a more rela- 
tionship-oriented style and experiential-expressive 
techniques can facilitate the use of preferential 
REBT with many rehabilitation clients. (Contains 
17 references.) (JDM) 
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This paper aims to clarify some important ele- 
ments for counseling students. It states that the 
majority of troubled and disturbed primary school 
and college students are that way because they have 
trouble relating to their parents. The emphasis is 
shifted towards counseling troubled students’ par- 
ents. It argues that the coordination of students’ 
counseling and parents’ counseling is the key ele- 
ment for helping the student get out of trouble. The 
purpose of this family counseling is to help troubled 
students mend the fence between themselves and 
their parents. This is accomplished by helping them 
clarify the intergenerational boundary, and helping 
them get out of the mentally chaotic situation either 
from fusion or disengagement. The paper also 
offers advice on counseling on campus. (JDM) 
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This paper is about operationalizing three of 
fourteen theoretical propositions related to ability 
and self-beliefs set forth by Donald Super (1990). 
The three propositions are (1) people differ in their 
abilities, personalities, needs, values, self-concepts, 
and interests; (2) developing through the life stages 
can be guided by facilitating the maturing of abili- 
ties and interests and by aiding in reality testing; 
and (3) each occupation requires a characteristic 
pattern of abilities and personality traits. The paper 
describes Ability Explorer (AE), the instrument to 
operationalize these propositions. The AE is an 
instrument designed to help individuals complete a 
self-exploration of their abilities and relate this 
information to career or educational planning. The 
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article explains how AE determines career groups 
of jobs related to a person's highest two abilities. It 
concludes that while Super's propositions are well 
known and objective measures of ability have long 
existed, it is important not to forget that abilities 
and self-concept beliefs are reciprocal. (JDM) 
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This paper chronicles the stages in the history of 
career counseling and development in the United 
States, noting that each stage has been presaged by 
major societal changes and has had profound effects 
on the lives of individuals. In the first stage (1890- 
1919), placement effects on services were offered 
for an increasingly urban and industrial society. In 
the second stage (1920-1939), educational guid- 
ance through the elementary and secondary schools 
became the focal point. The third stage (1940-1959) 
saw a shift to colleges and universities and the train- 
ing of counselors. The fourth stage (1960-1979) 
was a boom for counseling and the idea of work 
having meaning in a person's life came to the fore- 
front. The fifth stage (1980-1989) saw the begin- 
ning of the transition from an industrial age to an 
information age and the growth of outplacement 
counseling. The sixth stage (1990-present), with its 
emphasis on technology and changing demograph- 
ics, has seen the growth of private career counsel- 
ing, internationalization of career counseling, and 
the beginning of multicultural career counseling. In 
the paper's analysis, historic epochs were found to 
have affected the development of career counseling 
in other cultures. (Contains 22 references.) (JDM) 
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This paper examines the historical evolution of 
career development in China and Hong Kong. It 
reports that, according to Zhang (1994), the evolu- 
tion of career guidance in China can be divided into 
six stages: the rise of vocational guidance and edu- 
cation (1917-1949); reorientation (1950-1965); 
abandonment (1966-1976); transition (1977-1986); 
experimentation (1987-1989); and expansionism 
(1990-present). Career development in Hong Kong 
is rather a recent development and can be classified 
into three stages: the rise and development of voca- 
tional guidance (1958-1978); the transitional period 
from vocational guidance to career guidance (1978- 
1990); and the consolidation period (1990-present). 
It states that changes are expected again as the two 
governments begin to draw closer than they have in 
100 years. (Contains 13 references.) (JDM) 
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Proceedings of the International Conference on

Identifiers—Taiwan 
The purpose of providing guidance for senior 
high school students is to promote learning, 
increase the opportunity of entering into universi- 
ties, and to assist in choosing a proper path by facil- 
itating their self-understanding. This paper 
describes research carried out in five areas: (1) the 
revision of the “Scale of Learning Strategies of 
Senior High School Students”; (2) research into 
learning problems and the use of teaching learning 
strategies for these students in Taiwan; (3) develop- 
ment of a training project for teachers that focuses 
on guidance skills for learning strategies; (4) testing 
the teachers who have accepted the guidance skills 
training; and (5) identifying the students who have 
inferior learning strategies and implementing small 
group counseling. Findings suggest that the scale of 
learning strategies could be promoted or revised. 
Seminar activities are needed to expand guidance 
knowledge and abilities of senior high school teach- 
ers. Other suggestions include fulfilling class guid- 
ance of learning strategies, considering individual 
differences with group guidance, emphasizing self- 
management, and reducing test anxiety. (JDM) 
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Worldwide restricted roles based on gender and 
imposed by culture diminish girls’ self-esteem, 
undermine their ambition, and limit their potential. 
Girls and young women move towards adulthood in 
social systems that negatively affect them educa- 
tionally, psychologically, and physically. This 
paper describes “Horizons: 2000,” a unique devel- 
opmental program which is designed to specifically 
address the concerns of females today. It describes 
the curriculum as an educational program that 
focuses on enhancing females' self esteem, explor- 
ing attitudes toward women's roles in society, rec- 
ognizing and confronting limitations caused by 
stereotypes, and exploring non-traditional career 
and lifeplanning choices and consequences. The 
developmental framework of the Horizons: 2000 
curriculum is based on the career development the- 
ory of Ginzberg, Ginzberg, Axelrod, and Herma 
(1951) which recognized the link between voca- 
tional choices and adolescent development. The 
paper concludes that girls of all ages and from 
diverse backgrounds need programs like this to 
develop their self-esteem and self-confidence in 
order to confront and change negative cultural prac- 
tices. It notes the need for educators and counselors 
to promote gender-equity and educational funding 
to implement gender-fair programs to challenge ste- 
reotypic messages girls worldwide are receiving. 
(Contains 14 references.) (JDM) 
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achievement 
A major concern of educators, counselors, and 
parents in the United States and throughout the 
world has been the costs and consequences of the 
high number of at-risk and dropout minority stu- 
dents. The intent of this paper is to explore the 
hypothesis that school counselors must know the 
implications of multicultural students’ varied learn- 
ing styles for both counseling and teaching. It states 
that this goal will ultimately assist counselors and 
educators in successfully reversing underachieve- 
ment among culturally diverse students, and will 
assist multicultural adolescents with diverse learn- 
ing styles. It suggests that counselors, using the 
DDLSI (Dunn and Dunn Learning Style Inventory, 
1989), could assist adolescents and children in 
determining their learning style preference using 
appropriate interventions to help in understanding 
the students’ strengths, and to help make accommo- 
dations for their diagnosed weaknesses. The role of 
the school counselor is seen as a proactive compo- 
nent of this concept: seeking to integrate this con- 
cept into the overall culture of the school, assisting 
with training of the faculty, administering the 
DDLSI to students and teachers, using follow-up 
meetings with students and parents to explain the 
material, and implementing strategies for accom- 
modation. (Contains 12 references.) (JDM) 
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More and more people are touched daily by 
genetic information. Even with the technological 
accomplishments generated by the Human Genome 
Initiative, genetic information will continue to pro- 
duce uncertainty. It is this uncertainty that gives rise 
to many of the complex clinical dilemmas facing 
genetic and psychology professionals today. Some 
of the issues facing genetic research today include: 
(1) how genetic information influences the develop- 
ment of personality and identity formation of peo- 
ple with genetic diseases compared to individuals at 
risk; and (2) how knowledge about genetic informa- 
tion and the potential of having a life-threatening 
disease influences family relationships and life 
expectations. It suggests that overall, psychologists 
will need to better attend to the clinical presentation 
of genetic issues with clients. Given the logistics 
and training limitations of genetic counselors, psy- 
chologists must be prepared to work with individu- 
als, couples, and families to explore how the impact 
of genetic information influences coping, adjust- 
ment, and understanding of oneself. They must be 
open to exploring the intrapsychic issues related to 
uncertainty, risk perception, and decision-making. 
(Contains 20 references.) (JDM) 
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This article examines the relationship among 11 
selected factors and reentry difficulty, life satisfac- 
tion, and psychological well-being of Taiwanese 
students returning home from the United States. 
The results of the questionnaire showed that return- 
ees’ reentry adjustment was affected by gender, 
willingness to return home, overall satisfaction with 
overseas experience, and perceived treatment by 
home people. At the same time, their adjustment 
process was also affected by factors such as paren- 
tal expectation, career consideration, love for the 
home country, and lifestyle preferences. The paper 
states that these findings have significant implica- 
tions, especially for multicultural counseling and 
counselor training. Counselors in the United States 
and Taiwan can provide students/returnees pre- 
departure and reentry orientation for both general 
and specific readjustment concerns. Some sugges- 
tions include reality check, helping re-familiarize 
returnees with social conditions in Taiwan, devel- 
oping appropriate job search and interpersonal 
skills, and coping strategies. As for educators in the 
multicultural counseling profession, it is hoped that 
this paper will call attention to the inclusion of 
reentry adjustment in the entire cross-cultural adap- 
tation process, and will prepare student counselors 
to provide services to clients regarding both their 
initial cross-cultural adaptation as well as their 
reentry transition. (Contains 14 references.) (JDM) 
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Interest among foreign students to attend univer- 
sities in countries other than their own has been 
high for many decades. Until recently the emphasis 
has been on students from European cultures. This 
Eurocentrism focus in the United States affects 
non-European students. They find little familiarity 
and sometimes little acceptance of their cultures, 
customs, and languages. This paper discusses how 
American colleges and universities are attempting 
to serve international students so that they can be 
successful in meeting their educational goals. It 
also discusses how technology has an impact on stu- 
dent success for international students. Several cau- 
tions about over-reliance on technology are 
mentioned. Because of this over-reliance, interna- 
tional students may become too immersed in tech- 
nology and limit their socialization with other 
students. The paper concludes that the role of tech- 
nology can positively impact student success, but 
the role of advisors and other professional staff is 
still a critical factor in ensuring students’ success 
(JDM) 
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Cultural Pluralism, Humanization 
Identifiers—*Caring, Transnationalism 

This paper is based on two interrelated themes 
concerning the problems arising from counseling 
at-risk youth in the push for world-class education 
and the unique cultural, social, and political condi- 
tions of each country and community. The first 
theme concerns guidelines for building relation- 
ships with at-risk youth. The critical assessment of 
differing cultural perspectives and social and politi- 
cal conditions can be very useful in development of 
indigenous helping models that are responsive to 
emerging global problems. Details are given of ten 
guidelines that provide direction for the training of 
counselors and youth workers, guidelines that can 
be translated into policies and practices for schools 
and residential youth treatment facilities. These 
guidelines protect the dignity of even the most trou- 
bled youth, and promote the responsible involve- 
ment of alienated youth in the creation of just and 
caring communities. The second theme stresses the 
importance of transnational caring in the develop- 
ment of work with alienated youth. It reports that 
there is a critical need for incorporating culturally 
sensitive caring into modern counseling practices 
because people around the world increasingly expe- 
rience technologized and dehumanized services in 
which real care is lacking. The lack of caring and 
cohesive communities increases the likelihood that 
youth will engage in destructive behavior. There- 
fore, it is especially important that this care be built 
into relationships with at-risk youth. (JDM) 
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For the past 20 years, discussion of issues of eth- 
nic and cultural differences in counselor supervi- 
sory relationships in counselor training programs 
have been polarized between two schools of 
thought. One says ethnic knowledge and specific 
sensitivity is important, while the other says that 
specific social and anthropologic knowledge is 
essential. The paper stresses three other perspec- 
tives. First, a more systematic approach to the big 
picture of multicultural issues in supervision is 
essential. Second, effective supervision must be 
approached as a matter of international develop- 
ment of cognitive complexity. Third, it suggests that 
a more constructivist approach will facilitate better 
supervision. A table is included that summarizes 
the levels of cognitive complexity in operation dur- 
ing multicultural supervision at the supervisor, 
counselor, and client levels. It states that several 
complex issues are to be considered when a supervi- 
sor and supervisee are of different cultures. Sugges- 
tion include: (1) evaluate the developmental level of 
the supervisee; (2) attempt to see the broad effect of 
interaction of the cultures and systems on the super- 
visor and supervisee's life experiences; (3) learn to 
think with complexity; and (4) do not assume race 
or other cultural factors are the most salient issues 
in the supervisee relationship. It includes several 
examples of supervision cases. (Contains 21 refer- 
ences.) (JDM) 
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Acculturative stress or culture shock is a stress 
response that often occurs as individuals, especially 
students, travel and live in other countries. This 
paper describes a practical treatment model 
designed to help reduce the effects of this reaction. 
It states that the model is a comprehensive, integra- 
tive stress management treatment protocol that 
crosses cultural lines to address both somatic and 
cognitive responses. It is a short-term approach that 
can be employed in about six sessions. The major 
focus is on the therapeutic relationship with the cli- 
ent, the vehicle through which change is made pos- 
sible. The key to effective treatment is the 
development of a trusting relationship between the 
counselor and client. It describes treatment of som- 
atization as a tripartite process. The initial stage 
includes an in-depth assessment of physical signs/ 
symptoms. The next stage involves a specific treat- 
ment for somatic anxiety in an attempt to achieve a 
relaxation response. The final stage involves a 
review of the previous sessions and the opportunity 
for the client to ask questions and receive feedback. 
The cognitive interventions are an adjunct to treat- 
ment. The paper argues that it is very important to 
explore the interplay of the client's thoughts, 
beliefs, and expectations with subsequent feelings 
and behaviors. This can be accomplished by a cog- 
nitive restructuring approach that examines the 
automaticity of certain thoughts. (Contains 13 ref- 
erences.) (JDM) 
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This paper focuses on the stress and struggles 
faced by survivors, following physical and/or emo- 
tional loss. It explains how counselors must be pre- 
pared to assist when grief strikes the nation, the 
classroom, or the individual. Each incident carries 
its own uniqueness and must be dealt with in light of 
the victim's personal need and their belief system. 
The paper includes several objectives, and lists of 
information follow each objective. It provides 
counselors with information that will assist them in 
recognizing symptomatic behaviors common to 
bereavement and loss, such as the stages of grief 
and the colors of grief. Counselors will have the 
opportunity to discuss some common myths about 
grief. They will also review intervention strategies 
and activities when counseling those experiencing 
grief and loss. Strategies are listed for helping those 
coping with grief. It includes suggested activities 
for grief groups. Names and addresses of several 
resources are included for further information on 
grief and loss. (JDM) 
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The purpose of this paper is to understand stu- 
dents’ perceptions of needs for counseling personal, 
academic, and career problems, and to realize stu- 
dents’ preferences of counseling strategies with 
respect to these three problem domains. Freshman 
students at the National Pingtung Teachers College 
were given the “Needs for Counseling Question- 
naire.” The results indicated that students’ per- 
ceived eight items as most important in motivating 
them to seek help. They were: (1) courses, credits, 
and internship information; (2) career decision- 
making skills; (3) special training for a specific job; 
(4) work adjustment; (5) courses taking; (6) job 
training and license exam information; (7) report 
writing; and (8) future job alternatives. Five of the 
eight items are career problems that indicate stu- 
dents need more help in this area. It concludes that 
students’ help seeking behaviors were different for 
different types of problems. For personal problems, 
the way of individual counseling was preferred. For 
career problems, information providing was the 
popular method, while for academic problems, both 
individual counseling and information providing 
were preferred. (JDM) 
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This paper examines the worldviews of Sin- 
gapore students, comprised of Chinese, Malays, 
and Indians, and explores students’ perceptions of 
and preference for counseling approaches. A modi- 
fied version of Ibrahim and Kahn's Scale to Assess 
World Views (1994) was used to assess 970 Second- 
ary Four students’ worldviews with the independent 
variables being gender, age, ethnic group, religion, 
course of study, academic stream, home language, 
and socio-economic status. It states that people's 
worldview influences the kind of counseling they 
seek. This was evident from the quantitative data 
that determined that most students’ worldview was 
optimistic and they preferred a relational approach 
to counseling. The client-centered approach was 
preferred, with its emphasis on trust-building, 
respect, and relationship development. Task orien- 
tation is reflective of the pessimistic worldview and 
was found to be the secondary worldview of stu- 
dents. Students with this worldview preferred a 
more structured approach to counseling such as the 
cognitive approach. (JDM) 
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This paper discusses the efforts of the Taiwan 
government to blish a more comprehensive and 
effective guidance program for Taiwan's youth. It 
lists the six components involved in the develop- 
ment of this program, and describes several projects 
that have evolved out of this effort. The core of the 
“Six Year Project of School Guidance Work” was 
the establishment of school counseling and guid- 
ance work from elementary schools through to uni- 
versities. The “Youth Guidance Project” is an 
extension of the “Six-Year Project.” It hopes to 
improve on the guidance program by: (1) offering 
more activities for students; (2) making the whole 
program more effective by merging forces of all 
teachers and administrators; and (3) having more 
resources available by integrating resources from a 
variety of areas and campuses. The “Guidance Net- 
work System” is the computer system used to link 
all of Taiwan's schools and provides the central 
guidance database. There is hope that Internet tech- 
nology holds a promising future for guidance and 
counseling workers. (JDM) 
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School counselors have a whole network of infor- 

mation available to them in their work with students 

and parents. This paper lists information in seven 

areas concerning technology and school counselors 

that can be applied in their work. The areas include 

definition of terms, peer assistants, software pro- 

grams, the Internet, popular tools for searching the 

Web, the price of technology, and references that 

relate to technology and school counseling. (JDM) 
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A distinct characteristic of the technology age is 
that people have more leisure time while the ways 
of recreation are getting more material and unified. 
Each step-up of technoiogy has been fully used to 
produce more sensory attractive and lower unit-cost 
recreation products. In contrast, art recreation 
always means being highly devoted, creative, and 
brings great spiritual pleasure, thus it plays a posi- 
tive role in keeping mental health. This paper 
reports on observations in a remote county in 
Northwest China. Though the local economy is 
underdeveloped, the folk art activities are the main 
way people spend their leisure time. The paper dis- 
cusses how technology-independent art recreation 
spreads out and promotes people's mental health in 
this remote area. It describes the characteristics of 
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folk art activities that promote mental health: gen- 
eral participation, good succession, complete devo- 
tion, and high creativity. It enumerates several 
positive influences of folk art activities. They 
include: (1) a way to keep a positive self-image; (2) 
an efficient way to cope with stress; (3) a bridge to 
improve social intercourse; and (4) some degree of 
personal psychotherapy. Each generation passes on 
the folk traditions to the next. The paper reflects on 
the fact that folk art activities worldwide are pass- 
ing away, but suggests that the inner spirit of them 
should be kept when spending leisure time in this 
stressful age. (JDM) 
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This paper describes a study to determine 
whether Chamoru students at the University of 
Guam, evaluating a standardized self-esteem instru- 
ment, agree that the test does measure self-esteem. 
The instrument used is the Index of Self-Esteem 
(ISE) and was developed and normed in the United 
States. There can be a problem using instruments 
with populations that are not included in the norm- 
ing group. Prior studies using Western developed 
and normed measures of self-esteem with non- 
western culture children, in general, show lower 
self-esteem with these non-western cultures as 
compared to the American children. The analysis of 
data indicated that the ISE has face validity for this 
population. Students in this sample had very clear 
pictures of a person with a high self-esteem and that 
the qualities stated were in agreement with that of 
the ISE. (Contains 15 references.) (JDM) 
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This paper discusses how to raise the level of 
children's psychological soundness and explains 
why it is beneficial to do so since it complies with 
the development of modern society. Many educa- 
tors have realized that only by improving the psy- 
chological quality of students can they improve 
teaching efficiency, build a sound personality, and 
cultivate constructs that can meet the requirements 
of our age. Families should also take an active role 
in improving children's psychological soundness. 
Two ways in which this can occur are: (1) parents 
accepting the fact that children can have psycholog- 
ical problems; and (2) parents improving their own 
psychological soundness. Other suggestions on 
how to help children improve their psychological 
soundness include parents helping children learn 
independence and caring for their own things; par- 
ents encouraging children to cultivate their own 
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thinking and problem solving skills; parents allow- 
ing children to express their feelings without 
rebuke; and parents having close contact with their 
children's school in order to know about their chil- 
dren's psychological changes. By reaching these 
goals, the paper suggests that future generations 
will be more open-minded, more understanding, 
and will represent a psychologically sound future.

This 
paper provides an overview of the developmental 
issues of adolescent girls and offers mothers one 
solution through the development of an adolescent 
mother-daughter intervention group. The group 
called “Femme Vitale” promotes strong girls and 
women through the creation and understanding of a 
common language in which mothers and daughters 
can discuss the changing socio-cultural world of 
adolescent girls. The paper argues that adolescent 
culture can be difficult for girls unless they have the 
skills, inner strength, and guidance to filter through 
the various conflicting and confusing messages. 
The issues discussed correspond to the cultural and 
social realities of adolescent girls today. Girls and 
mothers in “Femme Vitale” are on equal ground in 
their ability to participate but the topics begin from 
the girls’ point of view. The paper provides a sample 
of the topics covered (friendships and popularity, 
body image, self-defense, career issues, cognitive 
errors, and sexuality) along with a short explanation 
of terms.

When school counselors, teachers, and parents 
use play techniques with an accepting, safe rela- 
tionship, they foster development of children's 
interpersonal needs which are fused with positive 
experiences at school and at home. This paper uses 
Kaufman's (1989) model of interpersonal needs as a 
theoretical framework to support the use of play 
techniques by school counselors. It also extends 
this framework to validate classroom teachers’ and 
parents’ use of play techniques as they foster the 
development of children. It offers many suggestions 
that show how school counselors can use play tech- 
niques to influence children's growth in each of 
Kaufman's interpersonal needs. School counselors 
help to reinforce the acquisition of developmental 
skills by collaborating with teachers and parents. 
School counselors, teachers, and parents can work 
as a system to facilitate developmental growth in 
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children. The paper lists each of Kaufman's inter- 
personal needs of the child, and the role the counse- 
lor, teacher, and parents play in helping with the 
child's development. (Contains 20 references.)

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This paper states that programs to raise self 
esteem have not proved effective, and an increase in 
self esteem has not been shown to improve aca- 
demic achievement. It suggests that the answer lies 
in promoting the notion of “other-esteem,” which is 
the respect, acceptance, caring, valuing, promotion, 
and forgiving of others without reservation. It dis- 
cusses how people can move from being self-cen- 
tered to thinking of others. The challenges to this 
are: (1) learning to accept the basic principle that 
the self alone is insufficient and incomplete; (2) re- 
examining and challenging our present prevailing 
attitudes, values, and beliefs; (3) listening to and 
learning from people of different perspectives; (4) 
understanding and believing that our own self- 
esteem is enhanced by the efforts and successes of 
any group or unit we belong to; and (5) sharing our- 
selves with others. (JDM) 
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The knowledgeable professional who works with 
special children recognizes that the parents of spe- 
cial children have an important effect in the chil- 
dren's development. The paper states that in China, 
parent involvement in special children's education 
has been limited by the parents’ need to work and 
their lack of counseling experience with special 
needs children. With the development of Chinese 
special education, more professionals now are 
aware of the gravity of the situation. The paper sug- 
gests that through behavior counseling, parents can 
create healthy parent-child interactions, get 
involved positively in their child's education, and 
contribute more to the growth of their child. The 
assumption of behavior counseling is that most 
human behavior is learned and can be changed. 
Studies have shown that special children have many 
problem behaviors. The paper also suggests that 
teaching parents the principles and skills of behav- 
ior management can bring about specific changes in 
their child's behavior. It describes behavioral coun- 
seling as having four essential stages: (1) under- 
standing the feelings of parents; (2) developing a 
close relationship with parents; (3) helping parents 
learn and apply behavioral principles; and (4) keep- 
ing in touch with parents. (JDM) 
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This paper discusses the image of the “Ibasyo” or 
psychologically comfortable space of children not 
attending school. It suggests that psychological 
healthiness is dependent upon whether or not an 
individual has his or her individual space. The 
images of psychologically comfortable space 
through the “circle, triangle, and square” technique 
are presented. The paper describes a study of this 
technique administered to psycho-neurotic type 
(PNT) and school truancy type (STT) adolescents. 
It was found that STT adolescents felt no “Ibasyo” 
at school. Most of the PNT adolescents relaxed in 
the home but did not want to spend time alone. The 
PNT adolescents tended to have self-consciousness 
which sometimes became too much to cope with 
others, while the STT adolescents had poor self- 
consciousness so that when asked by others to do 
things they knew to be wrong, they could not refuse. 
These findings are consistent with Kitayama 
(1993): the “I” can be interchangeably used for 
“Ibasyo.” The paper suggests art therapy is helpful 
for these adolescents along with drawing of the cir- 
cle or square on a piece of paper to help them feel 
their comfortable space. (JDM) 
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With the development of Chinese economic 
reform, many medical and educational workers 
have begun to provide adolescent life education and 
counseling on aspects of sexual education, sexual 
ethics, and sexual law. The National Education 
Commission and Public Health Ministry issued 
documents to ask education units to engage in this 
adolescent education and counseling. This paper 
reports the results of the research and practices. It 
describes the history of adolescent education and its 
initiating stage of development. It organizes the 
information into five sections: (1) Chinese History

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This paper underscores the significance of per- 
sonal dignity, decency, and integrity as the core val- 
ues and symbionic concepts to promote human 
rights education.

Examples of new technology that can assist 
include computerized data management of records 
to help track clients from intake through follow-up, 
biofeedback equipment to assist students in dealing 
with stress, and internet home pages for informa- 
tion sources.

Recognizing the increase in school violence, Cal- 
ifornia recently enacted the Hughes Bill that 
requires a positive behavioral intervention plan for 
individuals with exceptional needs. Although spe- 
cial education teachers are required to develop posi- 
tive behavioral intervention plans, most have not 
been trained in the skills necessary to develop or 
implement goals or objectives.

Sandplay therapy, 
founded by D.M. Kalff by adopting the idea of Ana- 
lytical Psychology, is one of the effective methods 
to psycho-somatic disease using the body as media- 
tion, especially Japanese youths who are generally 
weak in verbalization. The paper described their 
images in the form of 3 case studies with 3 similari- 
ties: 1) each case was a 12 year old male; 2) each 
male had a stomach ache; and 3) each male had 

This paper discusses: 1) a 

therapist-client relationship in all three cases; 2) the 

common image characteristic symbolically repre- 

senting the son-mother affective bonding in all 3 

case studies; and 3) the physical complaint as an 

obstacle for the Japanese boys’ adjustments.

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Comparative Analysis, *Dreams, Foreign 
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Identifiers—Japan 
This paper presents research on dreams of col- 

lege male and female students during a 10-year 

interval. In Japan, there have been a number of stud- 

ies on dreams, but there has been no study of dreams 

using the Hall-Van de Castle Scales. For this reason, 

a comparable study was conducted between dreams 

collected in 1986/7 and 1996/7. It questioned 

whether the content of dreams had changed in that 

period and whether there were differences reported 

by either sex. Characteristics in social interaction, 

aggressiveness, friendliness, and sexual interac- 
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tions in dreams were collected and compared. There 
were some changes noted in correlation of item 
analysis scales. Differences were seen in relation to 
aggressiveness and friendly actions with male and 
female characters, and familiar and unfamiliar char- 
acters. Differences were not only compared 
between of male and females characters, there were 
also comparisons of social interactions and chro- 
nology. From the viewpoint of a dynamic analysis 
of dreams, correlations of items were examined by 
the Pearson's correlation coefficient. (JDM) 
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The National Institute of Mental Health reported 
in 1998 that suicide in the United States is the third 
leading cause of death among young people, and 
that they are the only age group whose mortality 
rate has increased due to suicide during the last 20 
years. The United States Territory of Guam has also 
experienced an increase in adolescent suicide. This 
paper describes two levels of school-based suicide 
prevention programs. The primary prevention pro- 
gram aims to deter the problem from occurring in 
individuals and encourages ways to deal with life 
The secondary prevention program works to iden- 
tify problems at their initial stage in order to shorten 
the duration of the problem and lessen their inten- 
sity. The primary prevention programs are curricu- 
lum-based and are geared towards fostering 
decision-making skills and developing a positive 
self-image. Secondary prevention programs rely on 
student self-referral, peer referral, or actual inci- 
dents and work towards defusing already problem- 
atic conditions. The paper includes several 
recommendations for an effective school-based sui- 
cide prevention program for Guam. It recommends 
that Guam augment its prevention program with 
Zuni Life Skills Development Curriculum since 
Zuni culture is similar to Guam culture which fos- 
ters interrelations and group cohesiveness. (Con- 
tains 19 references.)

As the Navajo nation undergoes rapid assimila- 
tion and modernization, counseling needs of the 
Navajo children have changed in ways similar to 
counseling needs in developing or “Eastern Block” 
nations. An adolescent sub-culture, full of at-risk 
behaviors, is epidemic worldwide. The paper states 
that a multicultural perspective can provide part of 
the answer. Abraham Maslow's Transpersonal Psy-

tual approach to support clients on their journey 
towards a better future. It suggests that what is 
needed is an approach to consciously and deliber- 
ately foster self-actualization in the midst of adver- 
sity, and Transpersonal Psychology is a tool to 
accomplish this. Some methods and tools from 
Transpersonal Psychology include dream work, 
meditation/relaxation, affirmations, simple rituals, 
prayer, and therapeutic touch. (JDM) 
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Communication, Needs Assessment 
This paper reports on a qualitative research 
project based on a needs assessment of counselor 
training as well as a review of relevant literature. It 
presents a STAR* Model (*Student Training and 
Achievement Re-envisioned), four ways to propose 
changes in a counselor education graduate program 
that will encompass needed changes while not tak- 
ing away more time from students. The four 
approaches for change in counselor prepazation are: 
curriculum enhancement; professional develop- 
ment school; international professional develop- 
ment; and cyberspace. The goals are to better train 
counselors so they will have a firm foundation to 
develop diversity awareness and responsibility 
through a transformed worldview. It concludes that 
this process can lead to acceptance of the richness 
of global differences which can provide an 
expanded perspective for solving problems, engag- 
ing in creative projects, reaping the benefits of col- 
laboration and research, and implementing global 
change. (Contains 11 references.) (JDM) 
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The separation-individuation process of individ- 
uals is mediated by cultural factors of the society to 
which the individuals belong. Since the Chinese 
culture emphasizes collectivism rather than the 
individualism of Western culture, it is believed that 
there are differences in the separation-individuation 
process of individuals between the two cultures. A 
questionnaire was administered to 487 Taiwan col- 
lege students using the Separation-Individuation 
Process Inventory, and the Chinese Lai's Personal- 
ity Inventory, which can discriminate maladjusted 
college students from the well-adjusted ones. The 
results indicate that in spite of the mean score of the 
sample being higher than that of the American 
counterparts, most of the Taiwan subjects were 
well-adjusted to college life without significant 
psychological or interpersonal problems. It argues 
that the separation-individuation process of the Tai- 
wan college students is mediated by the Chinese 
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culture that has a different value system from the 
Western culture. The research also suggests that 
this could have an impact on the counseling process 
which involves Chinese clients. (Contains 35 refer- 
ences.)

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World views were postulated in the 1960s as five 
value orientations which are universal human exis- 
tential issues to which individuals from different 
cultural backgrounds may have different solutions. 
While the Kluchhohn and Strodtbeck framework 
has made a significant contribution towards mea- 
suring cultural differences, it has limitations for 
studying within-group and between-group patterns 
of cultural similarities and differences. This paper 
Pp h ical speculations as well as research 
findings using worldviews as cultural and psycho- 
logical variables for cross-cultural comparisons. It 
reviews selected worldview studies and attempts to 
find valid information from inconsistent compara- 
tive data via traditional scientific rationality. Its 
findings suggest that background factors affecting 
worldview are gender, religion, education, marital 
status, and modernity. It concludes that what can be 
of benefit from the research findings may not be 
what is present in one particular study, but the syn- 
thesis of variations of cultural patterns over time 
and a comparison of changing patterns across 
groups. The paper presents one table outlining 
research findings of worldview differences and one 
table outlining research findings of worldview dif- 
ferences.

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Presents three empirical studies as the major 
foundation to form the self awareness training pro- 
gram in counselor education. These empirical stud-

Based on studies 
contents of “helping relationships”, being aware of 
counselor and client traits, including characteristics 
and behavior, are also necessary and important, 
besides counseling theories and skills. (Contains 
one figure describing the stages and strategies of the 
self awareness training program.)

counseling students to improve cross cultural com- 
munication skills that will enable them to use inter- 
viewing techniques with individuals from diverse 
cultures.

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This paper describes research on two studies to 
help describe how college and graduate students 
think and what they do about their careers. The 
study examined the following two questions: (1) 
What are college students’ career views in general? 
and (2) What are the differences on career view 
among six Holland types? Content analyses of these 
career views resulted in the refined Career View 
Framework. The results confirm the existence of 
various types of career views. Differences on career 
view among six Holland types were found, with the 
pattern congruent with the Holland typology. Two 
limitations were noted in the study. The first was 
raised from the research instrument, and the second 
was related to cultural differences. The paper states 
that the Career View Framework was helpful in 
identifying individual career views, and points to 
the need for career counselors to be sensitive to 
their own career views as well as the clients’. (Con- 
tains 12 references and 2 tables.) (JDM) 
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This paper examines the process of change, 
which includes internal affective and cognitive ele- 
ments, leading to new perspectives, cognitions, and 
behaviors in regard to attitudes towards and rela- 
tionships with others who are ethnically and cultur- 
ally different from themselves. It emphasizes the 
necessity of lifelong development of counselor edu- 
cators, as they are the role models for their students 
and trainees. It examines the complex change pro- 
cess, including how to motivate for change. It uti- 
lizes Multicultural Counseling Competencies as the 
standard by which to begin the discussion, and Rob- 
ert Kegan's constructive-developmental theory of 
meaning-making as the framework for examining 
this process. The paper concludes that the change 
process can be exhilarating and painful. There are 
times of greater growth and periods of stasis, but 
continual attention and ongoing work is needed for 
counselors to internalize and actualize the embodi- 
ment of Multicultural Counseling Competencies in 
a genuine, authentic manner. (Contains 12 refer- 
ences.) (JDM) 
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It is imperative that counselors understand the 
difference in their personal perspective of what con- 
stitutes a family and the perspective of others, as 
well as the difference in personal perspective and 
“scientific knowledge”. Beginning to acknowledge 
these differences is the first step in integrating 
diversity into counseling skills. This article pre- 
sents a class exercise to assist students in becoming 
aware of their own idea of family as well as a tool to 
use with clients in order to determine their defini- 
tion of family. In addition, it presents results of a 
survey that determined what the concept family 
means in theoretical terms. One distinctive finding 
was that American students tended to define family 
in relationship to the appearance of children in the 
household, which did not hold true for other popu- 
lations. The pastoral counseling group tended to 
define family by blood ties that inhabit the same 
physical structure. Malaysian students overwhelm- 
ingly defined family within the context of their reli- 
gious and cultural beliefs in which only those 
individuals who are related by blood or marriage 
are considered family. The recommendation is that 
counselors continue to examine what family means 
to various populations and cultures since counsel- 
ing clients from other countries is becoming more 
common. (JDM) 
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The goal of this research was to uncover the rea- 
sons for the unusual success of a small group of 
Korean-Americans in the American work arena. All 
had spent their childhood and formative years in 
Korea under the sole influence of Korean culture, 
attending the best high schools and colleges. 
Korean culture tends not to nurture some of the sig- 
nificant personal qualities which make for success 
in the American context. Furthermore, the Ameri- 
can workplace itself holds for Korean females seri- 
ous obstacles to success, particularly because of 
racial and gender discrimination. The study was 
designed to answer specific questions: (1) Are dis- 
tinguished Korean-American women similar to 
American women and men who have distinguished 
themselves? (2) To what factors do they attribute 
their success? and (3) What career barriers did they 
encounter and how did they overcome them? The 
reasons given by the subjects on how they overcame 
barriers were hard work, being knowledgeable, and 
directing their energy towards achieving their goals 
rather than focusing on discrimination. They 
refused to submit themselves to debilitating nega- 
tive emotions and attitudes. Having a positive atti- 
tude played a critical role in overcoming the 
barriers they faced. Some important implications 
reported in this paper are that the development and 
enhancement of masculine traits are important to 
the occupational success of women. Parental sup- 
port and encouragement are important factors in the 
success of their daughters. It concludes that 
Korean-American women and women in general 
should anticipate certain barriers they will encoun- 
ter, and need to prepare strategies to deal with them. 
This investigation attempted to promote a general 
understanding of the factors associated with 
women's career success. (Contains 14 references.) 
(JDM) 
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Over several years, challenges have been made to 
traditional theories of career choice. One of these 
challenges has been to consider the contexts in 
which individuals live and how this can influence 
career choices. The purpose of this model is to cre- 
ate a framework to explain the influences on career 
choices over the lifespan. The term “career choices” 
as used in this model refers not only to initial occu- 
pational choice, but also to all those choices made 
previously and subsequently that influence occupa- 
tion or job choice. The paper states that social, cul- 
tural, geographic, and hereditary contexts infl e 
career choices. Individual characteristics play a role 
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as do core beliefs. Specific factors that most imme- 
diately affect career choice are availability of infor- 
mation, expectations, barriers, interest, economic 
need, and achievement motivation. Some of the rec- 
ommendations are: (1) the model can be applied to 
individuals of various cultures; (2) career counsel- 
ing can use it as a checklist to identify individual 
experiences and beliefs that may influence career 
choices; (3) schools, families, and communities 
need to acknowledge and plan for their influence on 
the career decisions of young people; and (4) orga- 
nizations need to acknowledge their influence on 
and responsibility towards employees. (JDM) 
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This paper presents a way to integrate counseling 
videos into the counseling curriculum and suggests 
options for continuing education for practicing 
counselors. Through the use of videotapes, students 
learn about counseling theory by watching theo- 
rists in action and hearing about the theory first 
hand. Directed study questions, resources for fur- 
ther study, and links to Web pages, all help students 
gain further knowledge about the theory they are 
studying. The first series of videos, “Psychotherapy 
with the Experts,” brings together an audience of 
graduate students and practitioners to meet the 
expert, view an opening interview, watch a video of 
the counseling session, and share in a discussion of 
the theory. The second series of videos, “Family 
Therapy with the Experts,” features 13 family thera- 
pists and a number of families considered represen- 
tative of our society, following the same format as 
the first series. A study guide accompanies with 
each video and includes a brief biography of the 
“expert”, a complete transcript of the therapy ses- 
sion, a list of resources for further study, and a 15 
question, multiple choice test for continuing educa- 
tion credits. These videos can be used to form the 
basis for research of use and effectiveness of videos 
in teaching theory and skills. (JDM) 
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American “Baby Boomer” parents are organizing 

their elementary students’ lives to automaticity. In 

the early grades, most students find this structure 

comfortable. Often by secondary school these par- 

ents step back, respecting their children’s wishes. 

Here, however, the students face life and career 

selection with poor decision-making skills. This 

type of parenting style often leaves the students 

poorly prepared in decision-making skills. College 
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professors have observed many students taking five 
or more years to obtain a bachelor's degree. This 
paper describes a research project that sought infor- 
mation from 15 other countries on how they work 
with these students. The five-year student was 
found to be the norm in colleges for many reasons. 
Increasing curricular demands, changing majors, 
and hours devoted to collegiate sports and extracur- 
ricular activities all add time. The paper suggests 
that a workable career decision early on would 
diminish many of the problems. Some factors con- 
sidered include: (1) students liking their chosen 
field and enjoying the study of it; (2) students hav- 
ing proved their ability in the field; and (3) the col- 
lege selected being a good fit for the student and the 
chosen career. In the survey of those who had 
changed majors to the point of delayed graduation, 
most said they had chosen a field in which they did 
not have talent or aptitude. Many things, including 
careers, are not as appealing as they had seemed 
once the close examination is made. Wonderful, 
exciting fields may appear to the college freshman 
which were unknown up to that point. This might be 
avoided with intelligent decision making and excel- 
lent guidance; however, within reason and made 
early on, changing majors can prevent commitment 
to the unfulfilling with a minimum loss of time. 
(JDM) 
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This paper describes research designed to pro- 

vide data to help answer three questions regarding 

students’ cognition of the importance of classroom 
guidance activities. The questions are: (1) What 
rank would students rate the importance of class- 
room guidance activities among 21 kinds of sub- 
jects in secondary school? (2) What is the most 
important question and what is the least important 
question in student's choice of 33 kinds of guidance 
contents, and what are the reasons? (3) Will gender 
and personality have interactive influence on the 
scores of the cognition of importance? The results 
of this study found that there are 21 class subjects in 
junior high schools in Taiwan and the importance of 
Classroom Guidance Activities ranked 19th, show- 
ing that these activities are unimportant from the 
viewpoint of students. But when students were 
asked to rate the degree of importance of the 33 con- 
tents of guidance curriculum separately, the average 
point of rank was between “very important” and 
“important”. The three most important contents that 
students rated were to learn the art of building 
human relationships, to learn how to escape from 
danger and protect oneself from harm, and to know 
the relations between career decisions and life. It 
also found that female students attached more 
importance to the contents of guidance curriculum 

than male students. (Contains an appendix and 5 

data tables.) (JDM) 
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As early as the 1930s Freud proclaimed that a 
mature personality is one capable of both love and 
loving, and constructive work and creativity. Gedo 
(1997) also advocated that the major components of 
mental health are love and work. This study looked 
at two major components of mental health, love and 
work, in the lives of Hong Kong young people. A 
focus group method was used to ask questions about 
work lives and love lives, and the resulting informa- 
tion was used to generate a questionnaire. The find- 
ings that levels of education, occupational status, 
and income positively correlate with satisfaction 
with work lives correlated with earlier research. 
Subjects who adopt more active and constructive 
ways of adjusting themselves to their work lives 
were more mentally healthy and satisfied. Females 
scored higher than males on items measuring qual- 
ity relationships. This reflected a phenomenon that 
male subjects were less aware of such importance 
and they were less satisfied with their love lives. 
These findings suggest the need to help make males 
more able to maintain intimate relationships. (Con- 
tains 11 references.) (JDM) 
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This paper describes an investigation into the 
moderating effect of measurement type on value 
ladders elicited, using undergraduate students in a 
psychology course. It attempts to verify the relation 
between stimuli type and the priority order 
observed in previous studies concerning Gottfred- 
son's proposition, which states that the criteria used 
by adults in occupational choice are priority-spe- 
cific. The study determined that the relative impor- 
tance associated with criteria in occupational 
ratings was found to vary as a function of the pre- 
sented stimuli type. The results confirmed the rela- 
tion between measurement approaches and value 
ladders elicited, and did resolve the conflicting 
findings concerning Gottfredson's priority proposi- 
tion to a certain extent. Because a better measure of 
the true value system is not available yet, a multi- 
method approach is recommended. (Contains 13 
references.) (JDM) 
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The greatest focus in alcoholism treatment 
research today is matching client to treatment. Con- 
sistent with this research direction, this paper 
describes a survey completed by bers of Alco- 
holic Anonymous (AA) regarding their assessment 
of AA as a treatment. It looks at the self-reported 
behaviors of AA members and compares these 
actions with program recommendations. In addi- 
tion, it investigates the attitudes of AA members 
about other treatments and about AA itself, and 
seeks to identify areas of difficulty experienced 
when AA members address each of the 12 steps of 
the program. This paper reports that AA is a suffi- 
cient treatment unto itself for some people, but at 
least 23% of subjects felt that they required adjunc- 
tive treatment. Strong compliance with the program 
was demonstrated by responses to questions on 
whether or not subjects considered themselves alco- 
holics and whether or not they regularly attended 
meetings. Almost half the members had undergone 
the setback of drinking again, yet resumed their 
attempts at recovery. It notes the need to investigate 
the reasons why people in AA experience a high 
attrition rate. (Contains 34 references.) (JDM) 
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This paper describes the conceptual and activity 

focus of a training program for parents and child- 

care providers to help children develop their learn- 
ing potential. The program thereby facilitates 
children's integration into society and enhancement 
of further learning propensities needed by them to 
adapt. The focus of the work is to create conditions 
for the enhancement of learning potential for all 
individuals, and is directed toward helping parents 
maximize the developmental interactions that are 
part of the typical and available life space they 
experience. It addresses the child with special needs 
for whom impairments of development caused by a 
wide variety of conditions require specially 
designed and implemented interventions to over- 
come barriers to development. The training model 
has been presented several times, in a variety of cul- 
tures (United States, Singapore, Indonesia); evalua- 
tion feedback indicates the efficacy of the model. 

The model explains that systematic, controlled 

research has not yet been done. (JDM) 
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In the mid 1980's some of the counselors on 

Guam began to explore oppressive family patterns. 
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This resulted in major legislative, child welfare, and 
law enforcement changes, as well as a quest for 
treatment strategies that would meet the needs of 
this unique multi-cultural population. This paper 
discusses the use of experiential, culture-sensitive 
techniques to help women experiencing partner 
abuse. Themes are used as treatment strategies for 
education and recovery group counseling of abused 
women and include personal safety, victim blam- 
ing, growing up females, and denial. (JDM) 
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Counseling has emerged in the 20th century as 
one of three major helping professions, the others 
being psychology and social work. The United 
States has had a significant influence on the devel- 
opment of counseling all over the world. An out- 
come of the International Counseling in the 21 
Century Conferences has been the recognition that, 
regardless of where people train to be counselors, 
they learn to adapt their training with the cultural 
realities of their own country. In many respects this 
is what is happening in America now. Due to the 
increasing cultural and ethnic diversity, counselors 
and counselor educators in the U.S. are more aware 
of the need to incorporate the realities of working in 
multicultural settings. This book is an outgrowth of 
the belief that counseling has developed similarly 
yet distinctly in each country. These papers 
describe the past, present, and future of counseling 
in the Pacific Rim countries, such as Australia, 
China, Hong Kong, Indonesia, Japan, Taiwan, 
Korea, and Singapore, as well as Canada and the 
United States. Papers include: “History of Counsel- 
ing in Australia” (Clive Williams); “Counseling in 
Canada” (E. Anne Marshall and Max R. Uhle- 
mann); “Development of Counseling in Hong 
Kong” (Betty Lai-ling Lai); and “Counseling in 
Singapore: Trends, Issues & Future Directions 
(Esther Tan). Many papers address school counsel- 
ing. (Each paper contains references.) (JDM) 
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Much is being emphasized in staff development 
in the area of reading instruction. It is important for 
each teacher to study and think reflectively about 
what can be done to improve the reading curricu- 
lum. One procedure that can be used is to hold a 
quality workshop based on the needs of teachers in 
reading instruction. The theme should be decided 
with teacher involvement and the guidance of the 
principal. In a workshop for 20 participants, during 
a general session, problem areas are identified and 
clarified. Teachers might volunteer to serve on a 
committee focusing on various problem areas. 
Committee reports to indicate progress can be 
shared with others. Faculty meetings, with ample 
materials of instruction and instructional assis- 
tance, may also be used to improve the reading cur- 
riculum. Teachers can then try out ideas gleaned 
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from the meetings. To vary approaches in teaching 
reading, a videotape on model teachers using 
behaviorism as a psychology of learning may be 
shown and critiqued. Some teachers speak highly of 
visiting innovative classrooms where new 
approaches have been tried out with success in read- 
ing instruction. Observational visits by the reading 
supervisor can be beneficial for inservice develop- 
ment. Team teaching has built-in inservice educa- 
tion, with members upgrading their teaching skills 
and sharing worthwhile ideas with each other. 
Teachers also need to have ample opportunity to 
browse through and read materials from a profes- 
sional school library. Another excellent way to 
improve the reading curriculum is to discuss stu- 
dent progress during a parent/teacher conference. 
(NKA) 
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This paper begins with an overview of necessary 
word recognition skills and the debate between use 
of phonics versus whole language. The paper gives 
a useful 5-step strategy for decoding unfamiliar 
words: (1) use context clues; (2) try the sound of the 
initial consonant, vowel, or blend in addition to 
context clues; (3) check for structural clues; (4) use 
phonics generalizations to sound out as much of the 
word as necessary; and (5) consult the dictionary. It 
then discusses phonics integrated with content from 
reading, contends that there are suitable times to 
teach phonics, and outlines some basic principles in 
teaching phonics. The paper emphasizes that phon- 
ics should be taught as a means to an end, not an end 
in and of itself. The paper then discusses the differ- 
ent philosophies of phonics instruction: advocates 
of the basics believe that there is a core of phonics 
principles and generalizations that students should 
learn and use, while there are other teachers who 
emphasize a strong program of phonics instruction 
with a well-developed scope and sequence. Individ- 
ualized reading, a holistic approach in reading 
instruction, is also discussed in the paper, as is 
behaviorism and the reading curriculum. The paper 
concludes with a consideration of objectives in the 
teaching of reading. (NKA) 
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Created with the input of hundreds of early liter- 

acy teachers, this book compiles 7,500 caption 

books, natural language texts, series books, and 
children’s literature for kindergarten through grade 

3. The books are organized by both title and level of 

difficulty. Word counts are provided for most books 

to assist teachers as they take running records. It 
also includes helpful descriptions of a leveled book 
collection and how best to use it. There is informa- 
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tion on using running records and benchmark books 
for assessment, as well as equivalence charts that 
compare this list to others. After an introduction, 
chapters in the book are: (1) “Matching Books to 
Readers in a Balanced Literacy Program”; (2) “The 
Role of Leveled Books within an Effective Literacy 
Program”; (3) “A Leveled Book Collection”; (4)

ing Books: Book Clubs, Gifts, and Cost-Effective 
Planning”; (9) “Acquiring More Books: A Practical 
Guide for Writing Grant Proposals”; and (10) “How 
To Use this Book List.” Appendixes contain an eval- 
uation response for text gradient; a 33-item list of 
book publishers/distributors; and the book list. (RS) 
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As computers become an integral part of class- 
rooms, educators need to determine if there are uses 
of computers that are supported by research. Recent 
research has examined uses of technology in the 
classroom for writing instruction, electronic liter- 
acy environment, and electronic portfolios. Results 
of these studies on writing instruction indicate that 
technology helps children to focus on content rather 
than mechanics; encourages the production of more 
and better developed essays; and reduces the drudg- 
ery of editing. Research also demonstrates that 
accessing electronic literacy environments pro- 
duces: increased specialized vocabulary and coher- 
ence; wide-ranging possibilities for communication 
and expression; and improved mechanics of writ- 
ing. In terms of electronic portfolios, studies dem- 
onstrate that they encourage students to align their 
school work with performance standards; provide 
an opportunity for students to share their literacy 
development with others; increase knowledge of 
technology; and improve literacy overall. With sup- 
port, teachers can add powerful computing tools to 
the host of instructional strategies they use to 
engage students in meaningful instruction. (Con- 
tains 22 references.)

personal explorations, developing worldviews, life 
adjustments, and so on. The paper concludes that, if 
anything, structures should guide students in possi- 
ble directions, thus giving them more confidence 
and focus when approaching a writing assignment.

The so-called “positive” emo- 
tions—happiness, love, tenderness—tend to be 
given precedence in society's judgment, but if 
equality is not observed within the emotional realm, 
the so-called “negative” emotions may well stage a 
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coup and overthrow the government. Shakespeare 
and Company's work with young people has shown 
time and again that troubled and depressed students 
can find themselves in Shakespeare. In the last 20 
years Shakespeare and Company's education pro- 
gram has grown into a formidable force in the sur- 
rounding community, reaching more than 40,000 
students and teachers in the northeast United States 
every year with performances.

To construct a new ideal to define what it means 
to be literate, Benjamin Endres turns to Jurgen Hab- 
ermas's “discourse” to offer an ethic for literacy and 
to examine the conditions that must be met to be in 
communion with the other. The acceptance of lan- 
guage as “the specific medium of understanding” 
and Habermas's choice to “ignore nonverbalized 
actions and bodily expressions” is disconcerting, 
limiting the view of what it means to be educated to 
the cognitive domain. The limitations of language, 
when disembodied from the self, resonate through- 
out Hester Prynne’s anguish as she searches for the 
comforts of home. In “The Politics of Translation,” 
Gayatri Spivak locates the task of interpretation or 
translation as a way to consider language as a clue 
to the workings of gendered agency. Spivak sees 
language as providing clues to knowledge that per- 
mit people to engage in the site of negotiation or the 
place where communication occurs. In deconstruct- 
ing language, she distinguishes between its logic 
and rhetoric. For her, rhetoric works in the silence 
between and around words to see what works and 
how much. As a way of addressing the shortcom- 
ings of Habermas's “discourse” as an ethic for liter- 
acy, and to expand on what Spivak calls rhetoric in 
her politics of translation, a consideration of John 
Dewey's writings on feelings and emotions offers 
an ethic that other literacy paradigms fall short in 
providing. To accept a cognitive paradigm for any 
ethic in education destines people to be lost in the 
labyrinth of their minds.

nator as she worked to bring mentors and mentees 
together. These issues were examined at Norwood 
School in Edmonton, Alberta, Canada, where a 
mentorship program was implemented during the 
1997-98 school year and continued in 1998-99. The 
program was designed to increase student literacy 
in this inner-city elementary school. Administrators 
and a teacher were interviewed, and questionnaires 
were distributed to 136 mentors (45 surveys 
returned), 136 mentees (83 returned), and 10 teach- 
ers (7 returned).

develops in children, the program coordinator needs 
to have exceptional interpersonal communication 
skills.

Spelling words correctly in a separate subject 
curriculum is a rare procedure of learning today.

Standardized and criterion referenced 
tests (CRTs) stress precise learnings in that 
machine scoring emphasizes answers be either cor- 
rect or incorrect. There are several philosophies of 
education pertaining to assessing learner achieve- 
ment in spelling. In the first, emphasizing behavior- 
ism, a student is assisted in mastering phonic 
elements in the spelling curriculum. The second

Self-knowledge not 
only translates into better work proficiency, but also 
higher income and self-actualization.

brain dominance are on the market in bookstores. 
An individual's ability to organizing or sequencing 
information is fundamental to office and work man- 
agement. The best thing people can do for them- 
selves is determine what their strengths and 
weaknesses are.

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Competencies, Communication Styles, *Con- 
versation, European Americans, *Silence 
This paper explores the different ways in which 
Chinese American, Japanese American, Korean 
American, African American, and European Amer- 
ican cultures value and use silence during conversa- 
tion—the term “silence” is used broadly to denote 
limited oral speech verbal messages or the usage of 
fewer words to express feelings, ideas, and 
thoughts. Pointing out that all the ethnic groups dis- 
cussed here have high exposure to United States 
(US) or Western culture, the paper shows glimpses 
of a few of the prominent features of certain cul- 
tures on the behavior of silence during conversa- 
tion. The paper notes first that silence to some 
extent is valued within all cultural groups. It then 
discusses European American culture, the dominant 
US culture, suggesting that the US has an individu- 
alistic culture which uses low-context communica- 
tion, meaning that information is (1) embedded 
mainly in the messages transmitted, and (2) is pre- 
sented directly.

It continues by describing 
the place and function of popular theater in society 
and ritualization, and provides groundwork for 
exploration of uses of ritual as both a social control 
and a tool for social transformation.

girl with cerebral palsy and whether the use of 
visual media would provide documentation of 
higher cognitive functioning. For the study, the sub- 
ject used three different tools to add visual informa- 
tion to her interactions: a videocamera, a digital 
camera, and a communication device that uses line 
drawing and has a dynamic display. Before and 
after the applications of the three tools, three types 
of information were selected to measure the effects 
of the visual media on the student's self-concept and 
communication: a self-concept inventory com- 
pleted by the student, staff members, peers, and 
family members; anecdotal records of current and 
novel information the student communicated; and 
an SDS analysis of the anecdotal records. Linguis- 
tic analyses of those records were completed. 
Results found that access to visual media made a 
significant difference in the student's ability to com- 
municate and that access to the control of the 
medium was important to her. The interactive 
nature of the visuals on the communication device 
appeared to engage her cognitively, and her percep- 
tion of herself changed as a result of her access to 
visual media.

English-as-a- foreign-language (EFL) college stu- 
dents construct the concept of gender equality by 
reading and responding to two gender issues:

Although the 
identified role of the teacher is to teach English lan- 
guage skills, the teacher's role as cultural broker is 
also important. This digest focuses on how teachers 
can help adult refugee and immigrant learners make 
significant progress in adjusting to a new life in an 
unfamiliar culture. It discusses the qualities of men- 
tal health, stresses faced by refugees, and three 
things that teachers can do to help their students 
adjust. Mental health includes two components: a 
psychological component involving the ability to 
cope adequately with life's difficulties and 
demands; and a behavioral component, involving 
the capacity to accomplish basic life functions such 
as eating, sleeping, and performing in the occupa- 
tional area. Because of cultural differences, Ameri- 
can teachers of refugee adults must be very careful 
in passing judgment on behaviors they may not 
fully understand. Stress due to resettlement is 
another factor often confronted by ESL teachers. 

Refugees most often experience stress related to the 

migration and travel/relocation itself, acculturation, 

and very often great personal traumas that may have 
prompted migration to the United States. ESL 
teachers can do three things to help adult refugees: 

(1) learn to recognize symptoms of mental illness, 


or abrupt behavioral changes that disrupt the class; 
(2) discuss health and cultural content relevant to 
learners; and (3) help refugees get assistance from 
other skilled professionals when needed.

State-sponsored, tax-advantaged college savings 
programs (prepaid tuition plans, college savings 
trusts, and college savings bonds) have proliferated 
since 1994.

This paper addresses the current context and gen- 

eral trends in community college financing. Financ- 
ing of community colleges is becoming 
increasingly based on contracted government and 
private programs, as operating funds from state and 
local tax coffers decrease. More and more, students 
are being asked to pick up a larger portion of the tab. 
Previously, student borrowing of federal loans for 
community colleges was relatively small. By 1996, 
community college students borrowed more than 
$1.5 billion in federal loans. Some of the factors 
that influence institutional revenues and student 
financing are: shifting government policies and pri- 
orities; growing demands from consumers; and an 
evolving relationship with employers who rely on 
community colleges to supply them with skilled 
workers. As four-year institutions continue to limit 
remedial enrollments, community colleges will 
have an even greater burden for providing remedial 
education. The costs of providing remedial educa- 
tion are not fully understood. However, community 
colleges which receive the least state and federal 
funds are expected to educate a much larger number 
of students in need of remedial education. This 
paper provides useful statistics in the form of tables 
and figures, as well as a detailed discussion of fed- 
eral funding programs and recommendations for 
states and community colleges.

In terms of age, minority enrollment is simi- 
lar to White student enrollment, though in fall 1999, 
for the first time, the percentage of traditional aged 
African-American students (18-21) exceeded the 
percentages of White students and other-race stu- 
dents. The percentage of new minority students has 
declined during the past few years, while the per- 
centage of returning students has risen.

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In the most basic terms, the skills and attributes 

that produced success for the first two generations 
of community college leaders will be the skills and 
attributes required of those leading community col- 
leges into the new millennium. The issues and the 
goals to be attained, however, will be somewhat dif- 
ferent.

It includes an 
overview of the current higher education environ- 
ment, emphasizing that much of the demand comes 
from new markets of learners of all ages, motivated 
by career changes, and personal interests and devel- 
opments. To a lesser extent, the public in general 
values the traditional post-high school educational 
experience, and increasingly views it as less rele- 
vant. Today's learners demand that education be 
cost-effective and that education be customized to 
the individual learner. They expect the time, place, 
and pace of education to be at the convenience of 
the learner. They have less interest in gaining mas- 
tery of a predetermined volume of content than they 
have in learning work-related skills that will mea- 
surably enhance their employment and earning 
prospects. This paper summarizes relevant trends in 
technology such as: networks; convergence of 
voice, video, and data; knowledge navigation; com- 
puters; mobile computing; smart cards; distributed 
computing; open systems; middleware; reliability 
and ease of use; and neoelectronic applications. It 
suggests strategic implications for community col- 
leges and offers recommendations for strategic 
directions by looking at learner-centered education, 
active learning, community involvement, financing 
strategies, technology organization, and technology 
planning.

Stering student support services; (5) building 
technical support; and (6) providing for research 
and evaluation. The ultimate goal should be that a 
larger number of students secking bachelor's 
degrees attain their objective, especially those 
whose only viable option for entry into higher edu- 
cation is to begin at acommunity college. (AF) 
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This paper, which focuses on remediation at 

community colleges, is part of a series published by 

the Center for Community College Policy, designed 
to support state and local policymakers, as well as 
educational leaders who are interested in policy 
issues related to the two-year postsecondary sector. 
Providing academic support for remediation has 
become a major function of the community college 
and remains one of the greater challenges. Research 
indicates that from 30 to 90% of all community col- 
lege students need some form of remediation. Long 
perceived as a high-cost item, remediation efforts 
might actually be cost-effective if one considers 
that students who eventually earn bachelor's 
degrees potentially generate more than $74 billion 
in federal taxes and $13 billion in state taxes while 
costing only $1 billion to remediate. Students need 
remediation for a variety of social, economic, and 
psychological reasons, and if they are to succeed, 
accurate assessment is needed to determine what 
the student's actual needs are and provide appropri- 
ate services. Recommended are a variety of policy 
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options, including: (1) clarifying the roles of com- 
munity colleges in meeting the education needs of 
skill-deficient youth and adults; (2) requiring accu- 
rate assessment and placement of students in learn- 
ing environments; and (3) determining the specific 
knowledge, skills, and attitudes that functionally 
literate adults need in the 21st century. (AF) 
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Identifiers—* Welfare Reform 
This paper, which focuses on welfare reform's 

impact on community colleges, is part of a series 
published by the Center for Community College 
Policy, designed to support state and local policy- 
makers, as well as educational leaders who are 
interested in policy issues related to the two-year 
postsecondary sector. Education has always been a 
critical tool for helping those in poverty to move 
into jobs that offer enough compensation to free 
them from dependence on public assistance. Tradi- 
tionally, community colleges have educated stu- 
dents at the lowest ends of the income scale. Forty- 
eight percent of students from families at the bot- 
tom fourth in income have chosen public two-year 
college as entry to higher education as opposed to 
27% who selected four-year institutions. This arti- 
cle focuses on state policy options and collaborative 
enterprises designed to help welfare recipients 
become financially independent by way of educa- 
tion. Lengthy courses of study are not appropriate 
for students in extreme financial situations, there- 
fore community colleges have developed more 
streamlined General Education Degree programs, 
basic job-readiness courses, and short-term voca- 
tional training. Policymakers need to allocate 
resources up front to provide for childcare, trans- 
portation, and other supports that will enable poor 
working parents access to education. (AF) 
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Identifiers—Employer Needs 

This paper, which focuses on community col- 
leges and job placement, is part of a series pub- 
lished by the Center for Community College Policy, 
designed to support state and local policymakers, as 
well as educational leaders who are interested in 
policy issues related to the two-year postsecondary 
sector. The current emphasis on “work-first,” get- 
ting welfare recipients into any jobs, no matter the 
pay, is counterintuitive. Jobs that pay as much as is 
needed for a single woman to raise two children 
often require more than a high school degree, and 
promotion from an entry-level position into a career 
often requires formal postsecondary training. Since 
community colleges play a significant role in work- 
force development, collaboration with state devel- 
opment agencies and local workforce development 
can ensure that programs are developed to meet the 
needs of key employers, who will then hire stu- 
dents. Several policy options are described in this 
document, such as: (1) encouraging colleges on 
their own accord to make necessary connections 
between technical programs and employment; (2) 
consolidating funding for job training for the poor; 
and (3) providing incentives to serve the poor in 
mainstream technical education programs. (AF) 
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Identifiers—* Welfare to Work Programs 
This brief reviews the key findings of the 1998 

national survey conducted by the American Associ- 
ation of Community Colleges to examine the effect 
of welfare reform on community colleges, and com- 
pares them with a similar survey from fall 1997. It 
includes some background information on welfare 
policy, a profile of the welfare population served by 
community colleges, and examples of how commu- 
nity colleges have responded to the needs of the 
welfare population through welfare-to-work pro- 
grams. A key finding is that 53.3% of responding 
community colleges have a state-funded welfare-to- 
work program, with an average 2.5% of their stu- 
dents enrolled in such programs. Since welfare 
reform took effect, more than 42% of community 
colleges have seen an increase in the number of stu- 
dents enrolled in welfare-to-work programs. Nearly 
5% of students enrolled in credit and noncredit pro- 
grams at community colleges receive welfare cash 
payments. Fifty-six percent of courses offered are 
credit courses; forty-four percent are noncredit 
courses. More than half of responding community 
colleges indicated they have a one-stop career cen- 
ter. Nearly 64% of welfare recipients enrolled 
lacked basic literary and numeric skills, and 63% 
lacked personal management skills. About 44% of 
community colleges cited job-readiness instruction 
as the most common type of activity for their wel- 
fare-to-work populations. Welfare-to-work pro- 
grams primarily emphasize entry-level training, 
adult and remedial education, and basic technical 
training. (Contains 14 references and suggested 
readings.)

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Noting that understanding what your children 

think, feel, and need at each stage of their develop- 
ment is critical to helping them be successful, these 
four videotapes outline a new approach to parenting 
that provides the necessary tools to understand your 
children's perspective on the world, and establish a 
family structure to best promote the child's growth 
and development. The first videotape, “Focus on the 
Children,” explores the characteristics of a family 
environment—tasks, rules, relationships—and 
notes that what is most emphasized in the family 
environment are the areas in which children will 
become competent. The video then provides a 
framework for a successful balance of these ele- 
ments: take a developmental perspective in dealing 
with children; understand and adapt the family 
environment to child's developmental needs at a 
given age; and provide clear and consistent family 
leadership. The video then details the six vital prin- 
ciples of this leadership: (1) prepare more than you 
punish; (2) communicate more than you control; (3) 
encourage more than you criticize; (4) involve and 
individualize; (5) love more than you isolate; and 
(6) love enough to limit. The second video, “Begin- 
nings—Birth to Age 5,” explores the developmental 
(cognitive, kinesthetic, and emotional) needs of 
children at various points in this age range, and how 
to balance the three elements of family environment 
and apply the six principles of leadership appropri- 
ately to these needs. The third video, “Consolida- 
tion—Ages 6-11,” notes that in this age range, 
children begin spending more time in other venues 
such as school or friends’ houses, and individual 
capabilities are becoming visible. The video then 
details the physical, mental, social, emotional, and 
moral aspects of the child's development during 
these years, and how to balance the elements of the 
family environment and apply the six principles of 
leadership appropriately for this developmental 
stage. The fourth video, “Flexibility/Launching— 
Ages 12 and Up,” notes that during adolescence, 
children encounter some of the challenges adults 
face, and that a smooth adolescence requires use of 
the family relationship rather than the rules to moti- 
vate appropriate behavior. The video then details 
the physical mental, emotional, social, and moral 
aspects of adolescent development, and how to bal- 
ance the elements of the family environment and to 
apply the six principles of leadership appropriately 
for this developmental stage. The videos include 
vignettes illustrating application of the leadership 
principles. (HTH) 
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In 1997, the Nordic Information Centre for 
Media and Communication Research (Nordicom), 
with funding from UNESCO and the government of 
Sweden, created the UNESCO International Clear- 
inghouse on Children and Violence on the Screen. 
The Clearinghouse contributes to and clarifies 
knowledge on, children, young people, and media 
violence, based on the perspective of the U.N. Con- 
vention on the Rights of the Child. Part of its effort 
has been the establishment of a bibliographic data- 
base as a resource to the Clearinghouse's broad 
spectrum of users. This selected bibliography of 
scientific literature on children and media violence 
published during the past decade contains approxi- 
mately 545 references. (EV) 
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Identifiers—*Teasing 
Despite the best efforts of parents and educators, 

teasing continues to be a common stressor for many 
elementary school children. This guide provides 
information for parents, caregivers, and educators 
to teach children useful strategies to deal with teas- 
ing. It describes the types of teasing, what children 
are teased about, why children tease, reactions to 
teasing, and strategies that are effective for most 
children. Ten coping strategies are identified: (1) 
self-talk; (2) ignore; (3) the “I-Message”; (4) visu- 
alization; (5) reframing; (6) agree with the teaser; 
(7) the “So?” response; (8) respond to the tease with 
a compliment; (9) humor; and (10) ask for help. A 
survey to determine the nature and extent of teasing 
in a particular setting is included. Suggestions for 
educators include discussing teasing in the class- 
room, using literature to springboard discussion or 
writing, identifying teasing on television, and using 
experiential activities to elicit discussion about 
name-calling. Strategies for parents of teasers 
include imposing consequences for teasing, assess- 
ing why the child is teasing, providing empathy 
training, promoting and practicing appreciation of 
differences, and monitoring television viewing. 
Suggestions for parents of teased children include 
exploring the situation, encouraging expression of 
feelings, conveying empathy, reviewing parental 
behavior, promoting healthy friendship, and teach- 
ing the child coping strategies. Several samples of 
children's writing and drawing about teasing are 
included. (Contains 19 references.) (KB) 
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Based on the policy premise that good quality 
preschool education is an important contribution to 
children's emotional, social, and _ intellectual 
progress, this book reports the findings of the Scot- 
tish Officer Educational Research Unit's research 
program, which looked at various aspects of pre- 
school education in Scotland. The areas investi- 
gated include: previous research findings; staff 
development issues for those involved in delivering 
preschool education; the costs of delivering ser- 
vices; partnerships between local authorities and 
other service providers; parents'/carers' percep- 
tions of preschool education; the preschool voucher 
initiative; and record keeping for preschool chil- 
dren. Following an introduction, “Pre-School Edu- 
cation: The Scottish Research Programme” (Valerie 
Wilson and Jane Ogden-Smith), part one of the 
book focuses on the issue of quality.

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In 1998, the Illinois statewide coalition Work, 
Welfare and Families, in partnership with the Chi- 
cago Urban League, undertook a study to assess the 
effects of welfare reform on low-income families 
and children across Illinois. The findings were 
derived from three sources: a self-administered sur- 
vey of 2,166 low-income clients of Illinois social 
service agencies, data obtained from the Illinois 
Department of Human Services (IDHS), and partic- 
ipants in a series of focus groups conducted around 
the state. Key findings included the following: (1) 
the inability to find jobs and child care are the lead- 
ing reasons for not working; (2) recipients of Tem- 
porary Assistance for Needy Families (TANF) use 
of the child care subsidy is increasing; (3) most 
families leaving TANF continue to live below the 
federal poverty level; (4) former TANF clients gen- 
erally work in low-wage jobs, often without bene- 
fits; (5) many TANF clients report having had cuts 
in benefits to which they remained entitled; (6) the 
availability of child care, transportation, and jobs is 
crucial to move people off welfare; (7) more educa- 
tion has a strong relational impact on wages, bene- 
fits, and job retention; (8) clients who lost TANF 
benefits experience extreme hardship; (9) the ser- 
vice planning process needs improvement—the 
most common unmet needs appear to be child care 
and housing assistance; (10) utilization of support- 
ive benefits and resources for low-income families 
has decreased; and (11) entry-level job availability 
is a major factor in reducing TANF caseloads. (Sur- 
vey is included.) (EV) 
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Smart Start is a comprehensive public-private 

initiative to help all North Carolina children enter 

school healthy and ready to succeed, and provides 
children from birth to age five access to high-qual- 
ity and affordable child care, health care, and other 
critical services. This document comprises the first 
two issues of “Smart Start News,” a newsletter 
detailing project activities and accomplishments.

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Identifiers—Learning Environment 
Noting the increasing number of students who 

cannot read, this book shows parents, educators, 
caregivers, policymakers, and others how to pro- 
mote the reading success of young children. It 
focuses on children from birth through the first 5 
years of formal schooling, and includes practical 
guidelines, program descriptions, advice on 
resources, and strategies for use in everyday life 
(including practical literacy and language activities 
for parents and their young children) and activities 
and practices for classrooms. Following a brief 
introduction, the first chapter discusses the process 
of reading. This chapter outlines the characteristics 
of good readers, circumstances that promote read- 
ing, and the kinds of opportunities that enable chil- 
dren to be successful readers. The next chapter 
focuses on children through age four. This chapter 
covers the key aspects of language and literacy and 
activities for very young children; the role of home, 
day care, and preschool environments in literacy 
development; and language and literacy activities in 
preschool. The third chapter looks at children in 
kindergarten through third grade and provides fami- 
lies and communities a basis for understanding and 
helping as teachers work with children at this level 
of reading development. This chapter describes the 
elements of effective classroom instruction in the 
early grades. The last chapter addresses reading dif- 
ficulties and features a variety of interventions to 
help struggling readers, such as tutoring, pull-out 
remediation programs, and dramatic school restruc- 
turing.

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vation, Student Needs, Teacher Student Rela- 

tionship 
Identifiers—Meaningful Learning 

This project evaluated a program for enhancing 
student motivation as evidenced by improved aca- 
demic growth and increased work completion. The 
targeted population consisted of fifth graders in a 
small school in a medium-sized rural community in 
the Midwest. The problem of lack of achievement 
motivation and lack of student concern about aca- 
demic growth was documented by means of spring 
staffing for special needs students, report cards, 
anecdotal records from prior teachers, teacher sur- 
veys and observations, records of homework com- 
pletion, student and parent surveys, and teachers’ 
gradebooks. Analysis of probable cause data 
revealed that lack of motivation stemmed from stu- 
dents’ perceptions of non-acceptance and poor self- 
esteem. Incomplete assig: . partially due to 
poor organization and time management skills, con- 
tributed to the problem, along with the possibility 
that assignments were not meaningful or enjoyable 
to students. A review of solution strategies resulted 
in the selection of two major types of interventions. 
One was the creation of a homework monitoring 
program using assignment sheets and program 
incentives. The other was the use of classroom 
activities to stimulate and motivate student partici- 
pation and interest that were supported by coopera- 
tive learning and multiple intelligence activities. 
Post-intervention data indicated increased student 
achievement motivation, as evidenced by improved 
academic achievement and a reduction in incom- 
plete assignments. Ten appendices include survey 
forms and journal pages. (Contains 58 references.)

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A qualitative study was conducted, guided by the 
following research questions: (1) What are the per- 
ceptions of parents mentored through community- 
initiated parent-to-parent exchanges? and (2) Does 
semi-formal support for parents through mentoring 
relationships with other parents mediate their early 
adolescents’ risk-taking behavior, influence their 
early adolescents’ student development, improve 
their families’ well-being, and improve parents’ per- 
sonal well-being? Structured telephone interviews 
were conducted with two comparison groups partic- 
ipating in parent-to-parent exchanges at 19 geo- 
graphically diverse North American sites. One 
group was comprised of the program directors and 
other administrators of a community-initiated pro- 
gram, Parent Share. The other group was comprised 
of the parents of early adolescents mentored 
through the program. Analysis of the interview 
transcripts revealed that the support and strength 
available to parents of adolescents through mentor- 
ing, though useful to them in their role as parents, 
had much broader implications for their lives. 
Themes of isolation, hesitation, growth, responsi- 
bility, communication, transformation, sharing, and 
friendship emerged. These themes corresponded by 
pairs to four parent roles: needful parent; decisive, 
determined parent; empowered parent; and 
involved parent. These eight developmental themes 
defining four functional roles conceptualize the 
experience of mentored parents. The findings 
expand Epstein’s overlapping spheres of influence 
model by conceptualizing the experiences of fami- 
lies, which can help schools develop more compre- 
hensive programs of partnership. (Contains 17 
references.)

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In 1998, the State of Wisconsin Department of 
Health and Family Services assumed responsibility 
for the Milwaukee County child welfare system. 
The Wisconsin Council on Children and Families 
has undertaken a multi-year, qualitative research 
project to monitor the state takeover. The three 
questions that this project seeks to answer are: (1) 
What parts of this new system, the Bureau of Mil- 
waukee Child Welfare (BMCW), are working well? 
(2) What problems exist? and (3) What can be done 
to make improvements? This report summarizes 
information gathered during the first year of the 
project. The report presents the viewpoints of those 
individuals most closely associated with the sys- 
tem—clients and those who serve them. Following 
introductory sections that discuss national percep- 
tions of child welfare, common problems experi- 
enced by child protective service systems, current 
innovations in child welfare reform, and the 
project's methodology, the report presents data 
gathered through a hotline, interviews, focus 
groups, and surveys. The findings are organized by 
participant group and address “What's Working?” 
and “Concerns.” Child welfare staff indicated that 
technology, access to services, safety services, and 
foster parents were positive aspects of the system. 
Their concerns included paperwork, turnover rate, 
system fragmentation, training, and administra- 
tion. Findings are also presented for community 
representatives, foster parents, and children's court 
personnel. An additional section presents funding 
and caseload data. The report concludes with the 
following recommendations: (1) improve the stabil- 
ity of services provided to children by reducing case 
transfers and worker changes; (2) reduce redun- 
dancy in required forms; (3) reduce turnover rate; 
(4) work to create a collaborative and collegial cul- 
ture between BMCW and community agencies or 
systems; (5) reduce system fragmentation; (6) 
encourage cross-system communication and collab- 
oration; (7) provide services for teens and teen par- 
ents; (8) identify need resources for children and 
families; and (9) improve support for foster parents.

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Identifiers—*Heckling 
Addressing the problem of children being emo- 

tionally abusive to each other in the form of heck- 

ling and the more serious “put-down,” this paper 

suggests that this behavior can stem from a need for 

attention, resistance, an inability to express feelings 

more appropriately, or a desire to test an adult's 
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strength. It is important to listen to children and 
understand why they are doing something before 
punishing them, and this paper discusses the need 
for and use of limits in the classroom. Role play can 
be a good device for teaching students how to 
respond effectively, rather than weakly, to a heckler. 
Techniques include standing tall, looking directly 
into the eyes of the person you're saying “no” to, 
and using a firm voice. The paper offers samples of 
other activities to do with children that promote 
their thinking about how they feel and how their 
actions affect themselves and others. Children need 
more help dealing with put-downs than with heck- 
les, and adults should step in to identify the interac- 
tion as a put-down and to stop it. Class discussion, 
respectful teacher behavior, and provision of a 
haven in the classroom for angry or upset children 
are offered as ways to promote appropriate behav- 
ior. The paper concludes with findings from Educa- 
tors for Social Responsibility on dealing with 
aggressive students, and a list of 11 basic concepts 
to remember when dealing with negative classroom 
behavior. (EV) 
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At first look, it seems inconsistent and unjust to 

give help to families which place their children in 
nonparental care, and deny equivalent help to fami- 
lies in which a parent provides all the care. One 
might argue that parents who buy care and parents 
who give care themselves have the same very bur- 
densome problem to deal with and are just handling 
it in somewhat different ways. Whichever way it is 
handled, providing care for young children is finan- 
cially stressful, and both sets of parents might be 
thought to deserve some government-provided 
relief from the financial stress. Yet reflection shows 
that there are substantial reasons for treating them 
differently—for limiting child care subsidies 
(although not necessarily other kinds of subsidies) 
to families that use nonparental child care. First, 
because of the homemaker's productive activities, a 
one-earner couple has a higher standard of living 
than a two-earner couple or a working single parent 
with the same cash income from wages, even if the 
nonparental child care is totally paid for by goverr- 
ment. That has to be taken into account in consider- 
ing the equity of extending child care subsidies to 
cover at-home care by a parent. Second, in cases 
where one of the parents refrains from taking a paid 
job so as to care full-time at home for a child, it is 
almost always the mother who does so. Payments to 
at-home parents will overwhelmingly go to at-home 
mothers and will encourage mothers to refrain from 
or leave paid jobs. This would reinforce traditional 
gender roles and might well contribute to reversing 
the advances that have been made in women's sta- 
tus, independence, and respect. There are also qual- 
ity and efficiency considerations to be taken into 
account. (Contains 10 references.) (EV) 
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With 13.9 million members, labor unions repre- 

sent more working families than any other organi- 

zation in the United States. Although meeting the 
child care challenge is not as high a priority in some 
quarters of the labor movement as in others, it is 
still a major concern. Since the advent of new lead- 
ership in the labor movement in the mid- 1990s, new 
union initiatives are under way to expand the qual- 
ity, affordability, and availability of child care ser- 
vices; to increase the compensation and dignity of 
child care workers; and to increase parents’ ability 
to care directly for their children. In addition to 
such benefits in and of themselves, union efforts on 
their behalf also advance labor's organizing and col- 
lective bargaining activities. During interviews, 
several prominent labor leaders expressed support 
for an active union role in improved child care ser- 
vices and offered detailed plans for carrying out this 
policy. These plans fell into three models—bottom 
up, top down, and outside pressure. Useful strate- 
gies in all of these models included broadening the 
issue, promoting child care as a right, identifying 
champions, setting accomplishable goals, legiti- 
mating new ideas, increasing visibility, and build- 
ing coalitions. The bulk of this report consists of 
detailed appendices covering workplace policies 
won through bargaining, bargaining strategies, New 

York and California coalitions, action plans, and

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Identifiers—Program Objectives 
At the request of members of Congress, the Gen- 

eral Accounting Office: (1) developed a categoriza- 

tion of federal early childhood education and care 
programs for a better understanding of the federal 

involvement in achieving school readiness; and (2) 

determined what is known about the effectiveness 

of selected programs in contributing to school 
readiness. To respond to the first objective, agency 

officials and experts in the field were consulted, a 

variety of agency documents and studies were ana- 

lyzed, and earlier reports from the GAO and the 

Congressional Research Service were reviewed. 

The second objective was addressed by reviewing 

four selected programs: Head Start, Title I, the 
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Child Care and Development Fund (CCDF), and the 
Social Services Block Grant (SSBG). Findings 
showed that federal early childhood education and 
care programs can be divided into three broad cate- 
gories: (1) those that fund early childhood educa- 
tion and care settings, such as day care centers, in- 
home care, or school-sponsored prekindergarten 
programs; (2) those that fund support services to 
early childhood education and care settings, such as 
subsidizing meals served in day care centers; and 
(3) those that support child care for working fami- 
lies through provisions in the tax code. Programs in 
the first category could potentially have the greatest 
influence on children’s readiness for school; within 
this category, however, programs vary in their 
emphasis on school readiness. The programs’ pri- 
mary goals or purposes and the level of support for 
preschool services help determine whether infor- 
mation is available on specific program outcomes 
such as school readiness. Programs that are not pri- 
marily focused on achieving school readiness (such 
as Title I, CCDF, and SSBG) do not collect data to 
measure that outcome.

assumptions of social and behavior sciences is one 
reason for the halting progress in these fields, this 
book examines three potentially misleading ideas 
and reasons for their continued popularity.

Many early ideas or habits either vanish or 
undergo such serious transformation that they can- 
not be retrieved later. Impermanence of first struc- 
tures is as likely as preservation, whether in 
evolution, psychological growth, or language. Rea- 
sons noted for the belief in infant determinism are 
that it has the illusion of being mechanistic, thereby 
making it easier to state a cause-effect sequence, 
renders a parent's first actions useful, is in accord 
with egalitarianism, and is sustained by the ambigu- 
ity of the phenomena studied by developmentalists. 
Chapter 3 addresses the assumption that most 
human action is motivated by a desire for sensory 
pleasure. Social scientists have awarded too much 
power to the desire to maximize self-interest and 
attain sensory pleasure, and not enough to the uni- 
versal need to be kind, loyal, and loving. Most 
humans tend to be risk averse, and suppressing 
behaviors that might bring on guilt and shame 
serves a motive for virtue that is the basis of human 
morality. The book concludes by asserting that 
many psychological processes do not generalize 
broadly, that most adaptive adult characteristics are 
not determined by experiences in the first 2 years, 
and that the majority of daily decisions are issued in 
the service of gaining or maintaining a feeling of 
virtue. (Each chapter contains references.) (KB) 
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Based on the notion that parents want their chil- 
dren to do well in school but may not realize how 
much their home life influences their children aca- 
demically, this document comprises a test of the 
home learning environment for parents and a “tool- 
kit” for effective parenting.

Section 3 
addresses competition and cooperation, including 
basic values, sports, coaching, and how parents can 
enhance the development of cooperation. Section 4 
discusses discipline as a structure for growth, 
responsibility as an element of discipline, and disci- 
pline as a learning experience. Section 5 addresses 
the process of building self-esteem. Section 6 dis- 
cusses sex education at home, including basic val- 
ues, levels of understanding, and sex and intimacy. 
Section 7 deals with the special challenges of 
parenting teenagers, while section 8 provides a 
series of structured problem solving exercises to 
help a group of teenagers learn how to talk to one 
another and solve problems effectively in prepara- 
tion for working out problems with family mem- 
bers.

Individuation is the process whereby adolescents 
gradually gain autonomy from their parents while 
maintaining emotional relatedness, accompanied 
by a transformation of the parent-child relationship. 
In everyday parent-child interactions, higher levels 
of individuation are displayed by characteristic 
styles of verbal exchanges, such as flexible insisting 
on one's own opinion in spite of parental opposi- 
tion, or challenging parent's opinion by asking 
questions. This study tested the hypothesis that 
early maturing girls show higher levels of individu- 
ation during conflict discussions with their mothers 
in comparison to same-aged females who are on- 
time or late maturing. Moreover, it was expected 
that their mothers would respond in a way that 
accepts the more grown-up role of the daughter. A 
sample of 33 female adolescents, ages 9-13, in a 
middle sized city in a central federal state of Ger- 
many, was studied. Their physical maturation, as 
assessed by the Pubertal Development Scale 
(Petersen et al., 1988) and validated by testosterone 
levels, resulted in groups of early, on-time, and late 
maturers. Mothers and daughters were videotaped 
during a conflict discussion concerning an everyday 
problematic issue of their own choosing. The tapes 
were evaluated by trained raters using a revised ver- 
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sion of a Macro-Coding Manual (Holmbeck et al., 
1995). The results of separate one-way ANOVAs 
for adolescent's and mother's responses revealed 
that early maturers displayed more engagement 
(i.e., shows initiative, cares for the flow of inter- 
change and solicits input from the other) toward 
their mothers than on-time maturers. The mothers 
of the early maturers were less engaging and less 
open, recommended problem solutions less often, 
and had less power (i.e., convince the daughter to 
agree with their own position). This pattern was 
deemed as indicating higher individuation among 
the early maturers. Interestingly, late maturers 
revealed the same conversational behavior as their 
early maturing age mates but their mothers were 
more engaging and open, recommended Solutions 
more often, and were more powerful than the moth- 
ers of the early maturers.

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with other helping adults. The paper discusses the 
attachment interview used to assess adult attach- 
ment and discusses interventions that may help car- 
egivers, and thus protect their children's 
development. Gearity's presentation, “Response: 
Observations from the Field,” discusses the impor- 
tance of the attachment function in helping people 
tame traumatic experiences so that the trauma does 
not interfere with learning. This paper explains that 
unless there is a reparative process that helps inse- 
curely attached parents to process old traumas, they 
will not be available for their child to form a secure 
attachment with them. This new learning must be 
provided with an affective component rather than 
purely cognitively. The paper also offers comments 
on child protection’s role in this process. The pro- 
ceedings also include a question/answer session, a 
panel commentary, closing comments, and conclu- 
sions.

Thus, the activity has no educational 
purpose beyond reaching this goal and does not 
teach the student how to learn beyond this very spe- 
cific situation. Dewey suggests instead that educa- 
tion be based on a series of dynamic aims. The aims 
of the activity emerge from the activity itself, and 
they serve only as temporary beacons for the activ- 
ity. As soon as an aim is achieved, that achievement 
creates activity leading to another aim. Long-term 
projects can be perfect vehicles for this type of 
approach to education. In particular, the paper 
focuses on the Reggio Emilia approach to long-term 
projects, which includes some important attributes 
such as documentation and “progettazione” (i.e., a 
discussion of the possible directions that the project 
might take based on observations of the children 
and past experience).

The school's site was chosen in 
1909 and was deemed favorable because it was near 
the center of four counties and close to a new rail- 
road. When the school opened in 1911, it served a 
rural mountain area in desperate need of a good 
school. The school began with 73 students, and by 
1913, enrollment climbed to 134. In the early years, 
the school provided elementary, secondary, and 
teacher education. Because the school was largely 
founded to help impoverished students, all boarding 
students worked on campus to help pay for their 
tuition. Chapters chronicle the school's early 
accomplishments, its trials during war and depres- 
sion, and years of thriving during the 1960s. The 
school's curricula, schedules of classes, important 
events, and prominent teachers and administrators 
are detailed.

The students showed improved psychological 
test scores; reduced stress, depression, sleepless- 
ness, and drug use; and higher self-esteem. Every 
student's attendance and academic performance 
improved, and no indications of drug use were 
observed 60 days after the program ended. The stu- 
dents also bonded with a nearby trashed natural area 
and cleaned it up. The students sensed that the natu- 
ral area, like their own nature, wanted to recover 
from the abuse it received from society.

*State School District Relationship

Medicaid is the principal source of public fund- 
ing for therapeutic interventions for children birth 
to 21 years of age and can be used to support health- 
related services of special education programs. An 
overview discusses Medicaid provisions related to 
state medical assistance plans; Medicaid's status as 
an entitlement, which means that services are not 
limited by federal budgetary appropriations; eligi- 
bility; mandatory services; and optional services 
Of key importance to special education is the provi- 
sion of early, periodic screening, diagnosis, and 
treatment services to persons below the age of 21. 
During the 1990s, a collaboration between Maine's 
Department of Education and Bureau of Medical 
Services (the state Medicaid office) developed strat- 
egies whereby health-related services could be 
delivered within public schools and partially funded 
by Medicaid reimbursements. Eligible costs 
included the health-related portion of special edu- 
cation costs, covering various types of therapy and 
rehabilitation, screening services, nursing services, 
and medical transportation. The collaborating state 
agencies developed a monthly blended-payment 
system that reimburses school administrative units 
(SAUs) for eligible services covered in the individ- 
ual education program. A January 2000 survey of 
SAUs found that almost all respondents had billed 
Medicaid during 1998-99; about half had used 
Medicaid revenues to maintain or expand special 
education or school health services; and further 
training was needed. (SV) 
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The Professional Development Leadership Acad- 
emy supports states in transforming systems of pro- 
fessional development. This paper investigates 
accountability considerations that are necessary to 
determine the impact and results of professional 
development from a state systems perspective. The 
five areas of focus that comprise the Academy 
knowledge base include strategic thinking, leader- 
ship development involving state and local educa- 
tional teams, organizational change. collaborative 
partnerships, and systems of accountability. Each 
state team that participates in the Academy is 
expected to develop a system of accountability that 
provides evidence of success and impact regarding 
professional development. The Academy has iden- 
tified four complementary tools that have the poten- 
tial to bridge the gulf between professional 
development and learner outcomes. These tools are: 
(1) a professional development curriculum for 
stakeholders responsible for the success of state 
professional development systems; (2) logic mod- 
els of planned change that link resources, activities, 
and customers with short-, intermediate-, and 
longer-term outcomes; (3) balanced systems of 
accountability that ensure sufficient attention to 
educational equity, student achievement, and sys- 
tem outcomes; and (4) quality performance and 
results measures.

Many teachers feel unprepared to deal with dis- 
ruptive student behavior, which can drastically 
decrease instructional time. This concern also con- 
tributes to general educators’ reluctance to include 
students with emotional or behavioral disorders 
Teachers will not use research-proven behavioral 
interventions unless they can be implemented with 
available resources and have clear simple instruc- 
tions. These needs are met by the classwide peer- 
assisted self-management (CWPASM) program, 
which is based on two existing research-proven 
strategies: total class involvement in teams of peer 
partners and self-appraisal and self-monitoring 
strategies. CWPASM helps students learn to follow 
classroom rules, use appropriate social skills, and 
work productively within a teacher-managed, peer- 
assisted reinforcement system, with responsibility 
shifting gradually from teacher to peer-partner to 
student. The program has been used successfully 
with grades 4-8. This paper briefly describes evalu- 
ation of the program with seventh-grade inner-city 
students, lists procedures for teaching CWPASM, 
reports time and materials requirements, and dis- 
cusses adaptations during an ongoing field test of 
the program in a rural school. Findings suggest that 
CWPASM is an effective and feasible approach to 
teaching students to take responsibility for their 
own behavior. Preliminary data from the rural set- 
ting suggest that CWPASM may be more effective 
in heterogeneous ability groupings. (Contains 24 
references.)

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This paper briefly reviews the literature on vio- 
lence in rural schools and communities, as well as 
the causes of rural crime and violence. General 
demographic and economic characteristics of rural 
communities are listed, followed by facts on rural 
school enrollments, achievement, and funding 
Recent changes in rural communities that might 
contribute to crime and violence include the dimin- 
ishing influence of church, school, and family and 
the economic restructuring that is undermining 
sense of community and lessening local control 
Rural America can no longer be characterized as a 
safe haven from crime and violence, but informa- 
tion on rural violence and rural school violence is 
limited. Data on rural crime rates are listed, fol- 
lowed by findings from three studies of rural school 
violence. These findings indicate that rural school 
vioience is increasing; over half of the boys and 
one-fifth of the girls in a Texas study had been in a 
fight involving weapons; and most violence 
occurred in unsupervised areas such as hallways, 
restrooms, cafeteria, and locker rooms. Small 
schools may have advantages that improve school 
safety. Nine possible causes of rural violence are 
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briefly discussed: culture of violence, poverty, 
urbanization, rapid economic and _ population 
change, organized crime, urban export of crimi- 
nals, substance abuse, guns, and youth poverty.

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Visual difficulties among students with learning 
disabilities take two forms: visual-processing dys- 
function and deficits in basic visual skills. Students 
with a visual-processing dysfunction have prob- 
lems interpreting visual information even when the 
visual information is clear. Students with basic 
visual disability have problems obtaining sufficient 
visual information but can interpret what they see. 
While the latter is not considered an information- 
processing disorder, it can potentially exacerbate 
other disabilities. Despite differences in etiology 
and primary interventions, the two types of visual 
difficulties may lead to similar behaviors and may 
respond to similar compensatory (secondary) strat- 
egies. These strategies include enlarging print size, 
modifying worksheets, using a visual “window” or 
ruler, and using multiple senses during instruction. 
Students with basic visual deficits may benefit from 
visual therapy (eye exercises) or the use of tinted 
glasses. In most states, teachers of students with 
visual impairment (TVIs) provide services only to 
students with visual disabilities and may not serve 
students with learning disabilities. However, TVIs 
may provide other teachers and parents with consul- 
tation and professional brainstorming about possi- 
ble compensatory strategies for either group. (SV)

Five severely disabled middle school students 

received peer training in self-monitoring their 

classroom behaviors. Teachers chose 11 target 
behaviors to increase student participation in the 
general education classroom. Each participating 
student was assigned a nondisabled eighth-grade 
peer tutor who received 8 weeks of training in deliv- 
ery of praise, positive reinforcement, error correc- 
tion, and data collection. Peer tutors discussed with 
their participating students how the students would 
learn to keep track of their own behaviors. Peer 
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tutors gave examples of target behaviors; taught 
participating students to use the self-recording 
sheet; and provided feedback, encouragement, and 
praise. Training was discontinued when appropriate 
self-recording was demonstrated, with 80 percent 
agreement between tutor and student, and reinsti- 
tuted when agreement dropped below 80 percent 
After training began, correct student performance 
of target behaviors rose dramatically. These gains 
continued through the maintenance condition with- 
out retraining for two students and with only two 
retraining sessions for the other three students. No 
problems were encountered that related to student 
ability to self-monitor or peer tutors’ delivery of 
training. All students reported that their “fit” in the 
classroom improved after they learned to self-moni- 
tor. The findings confirm that peer tutors can effec- 
tively deliver instruction and that students with 
severe disabilities can learn to take control of their 
actions and increase their participation in inclusive 
settings. (SV) 
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Factors involved in assistive technology use by 
young children with disabilities were explored 
through case studies of five families who had 
received intensive training at Camp Gizmo, an 
assistive technology camp for young children. Fam- 
ilies, service providers, and preservice students in 
special education and speech language pathology 
engaged in a weeklong intensive training in assis- 
tive technology while the children participated in 
camp activities. The five children were aged 2-4. 
Each family was assigned a team of other families, 
early interventionists, teachers, and college stu- 
dents who observed the children as they tried out 
assistive devices. Each family documented the 
observations, kept family diaries, developed goals 
and action plans to use after camp, and participated 
in interviews before and after camp and 6-8 months 
later. Case studies include family background; 
assistive technology use before, during, and after 
camp; opportunities and barriers to assistive tech- 
nology use; and effects of assistive technology use 
on the family. Findings indicate that Camp Gizmo 
had little impact on assistive technology use. All 
families increased use of assistive technology, but 
other factors contributed to the increase. Delivery 
system factors were the most important barriers to 
assistive technology use. Recommendations are 
offered regarding Camp Gizmo, professional train- 
ing, and removing system barriers. (SV)

Rural teachers are often undertrained in the iden- 
tification and education of gifted students. This 
paper describes the principles and development of 
an online introductory course in gifted education 
that could meet the need for rural teacher training. 
Using the philosophy that learners construct their 
own knowing, the system for developing an online 
course must be consistent with the idea of authentic 
problem solving. Learners are then able to trans- 
form information into knowledge. To promote 
active learning, the instructional system contains 
primary source materials, support, and information 
to manipulate. Content is presented from diverse 
perspectives via multiple modes of representation. 
The teacher coaches and helps students analyze 
learning and problem-solving strategies. Tasks are 
accessible to learners when they are ready for them 
and have patterns that can be transferred to future 
tasks with scaffolding. The design is holistic and 
spiral, allowing learners to return to the content at 
successively higher levels of understanding. E- 
mail, a listserv, and interactive databases encourage 
the development of a collaborative learning com- 
munity; 15 characteristics of such a community are 
listed. Course development included development 
of the syllabus, with instructions and links to other 
course components; a threaded discussion database 
for asynchronous student interaction; a database of 
products and projects created as part of course 
requirements; a multigenerational archive; and the 
home page. (Contains 14 references.) (SV) 
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Devising appropriate service delivery for gifted 
individuals is never an easy task and is especially 
challenging in rural areas. Characteristics of rural 
schools may be both barriers and benefits to gifted 
education. Limited numbers may mean that pro- 
gramming options for gifted students are unfeasi- 
ble, but small schools and classes make 
individuation for any student easier, teachers know 
their students well, and cross-age grouping may be 
an option. Limited resources may be a problem, but 
rural people often have learned to make creative use 
of what they have. Adherence to tradition may 
hinder recognition of the need for a differentiated 
curriculum, but shared values and a sense of com- 
munity can create the safe environment that gifted 
learners need to blossom. Systematic planning is 
needed to develop a coherent set of services. Draw- 
ing on currently available provisions for gifted 
learners and on a needs assessment, the planning 
committee should design the basic components of 
the gifted program to be compatible with school and 
community needs. Components include: a defini- 
tion that encompasses identified needs; a mission 
statement; identification process; objectives; 
framework drawn from one or more program mod- 
els; and methods for service delivery. Grouping 
options are discussed, as well as the choice among 
enrichment options, acceleration options, and abil- 
ity grouping. Other plan components include the 
scope and sequence of the gifted curriculum, pro- 
gram evaluation, and building community support.

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This paper reviews issues surrounding Hispanic 
students who are deaf or hard of hearing. Research 
indicates that Hispanic deaf and hard of hearing stu- 
dents generally have lower academic success than 
their deaf or hearing peers. In addition, they are 
more likely to drop out of school or be tracked into 
vocational programs and less likely to attend col- 
lege. The most prominent characteristic of Hispanic 
deaf students is language option and choice. Lan- 
guage options include spoken English or Spanish, 
various sign languages, or an invented system of 
home signs. Cultural considerations are also impor- 
tant. Hispanics are family-oriented, mothers and 
fathers often follow traditional roles, and strong 
religious beliefs may influence family attitudes 
toward disabilities. Evaluation teams must collect 
sufficient data on the student's language use at home 
to ensure learning in school. The evaluation team 
should include family members, an audiologist, a 
speech-language pathologist, an ESL/bilingual 
teacher, a teacher of the deaf, a general educator, 
Spanish and sign language interpreters, and para- 
professionals. School personnel must encourage 
families to participate and take specific steps to 
avoid communication barriers and breakdowns. A 
comprehensive naturalistic assessment will pro- 
vide a wealth of information for academic place- 
ment and social support. Rural school districts may 
pool resources to form a regional assessment team 
and regional learning centers. (Contains 19 refer- 
ences.)

In 1998 and 1999, the Arkansas State Department 
of Education annual state census of deaf-blind chil- 
dren found none in a seven-county section of south- 
east Arkansas—a rural area that includes the 
Mississippi River delta region. A project investi- 
gated the idea that unique cultural characteristics of 
the region might prevent parents from identifying 
and receiving services for their children. Three 
focus group sessions were organized in Drew 
County, the central county of the region. Partici- 
pants in two groups were African-American and 
Caucasian professional women and mothers who 
were long-term county residents, had professional 
and personal involvement with families, and were 
interested in a culturally sensitive approach to serv- 
ing families. The third group consisted of residents 
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of a low-income neighborhood. Focus group ques- 
tions explored the various cultures in the county and 
their characteristics, culture-related attitudes about 
children with disabilities, cultural factors that 
might interfere with parents seeking services, cul- 
tural child-rearing practices, role of the extended 
family, and cross-cultural barriers to service provi- 
sion and how they might be overcome. Short-term 
project outcomes include development of informa- 
tional materials that reflect the region's basic cul- 
tural values and ethnic diversity and promotion of 
interagency networks and collaboration. Recom- 
mendations address the use of cultural information 
to facilitate communication and relationships with 
families. (Contains 13 references.) (SV) 
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Identifiers—*Kayenta Unified School District AZ 
The Kayenta Unified School District 
(KUSD)(Arizona) transition program helps pre- 
pare Dine (Navajo) special education students for 
postsecondary opportunities within their own com- 
munities and outside the Navajo Reservation. The 
senior transition class entails a year-long course 
that focuses on the application process for tribal and 
federal vocational rehabilitation services; voca- 
tional training, including job placement; incorpora- 
tion of Dine culture; and involvement of family and 
community. Case studies describe the experiences 
of three male students with mild or learning disabil- 
ities who went through the transition program in 
1997-99. During 1997-99, KUSD’s Monument Val- 
ley High School graduated a total of 32 students 
with varying disabilities, of which 12 sought post- 
secondary vocational training. It appears that stu- 
dents are more successful with vocational training 
if they have parental support and are more likely to 
apply for postsecondary training if they are better 
informed about training services. (SV) 
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Identifiers—*Communication Patterns, *Kayenta 
Unified School District AZ, Taboos 
A study in the Kayenta Unified School District 

(Arizona) on the Navajo Nation—the largest reser- 

vation in the United States—examined cultural and 
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language barriers in teaching Navajo special educa- 
tion students. Questionnaires were returned from 26 
teachers at all grade levels, and interviews were 
conducted with 5 teachers and the district curricu- 
lum director. Results indicate that teachers’ percep- 
tions about teaching students with disabilities did 
not vary appreciably for Navajo versus non-Navajo 
students. Aside from a Navajo oral language test, 
standardized assessments specifically geared to 
Navajo students were not available. Two of the 
greatest challenges that affected educators on the 
Navajo Reservation were the isolated environment 
and the language barrier. Many misunderstandings 
arise from the different communication patterns of 
Navajos and Anglos, and many taboos and beliefs 
can interfere with conventional teaching methods. 
Most respondents felt that the school district could 
do more to introduce incoming teachers to Navajo 
cultural beliefs and taboos. The Navajo people's 
desire to maintain the values of their traditional cul- 
ture is basically incompatible with those attributes 
necessary to excel in Anglo society, such as com- 
petitiveness, assertiveness, impatience, and rest- 
lessness—qualities that the Navajo people have 
generally rejected as unworthy. Results include rec- 
ommendations for non-Navajo teachers’ approaches 
related to culture and language. (TD) 
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Identifiers—* Arizona 
The Parent Information Network (PIN) is an ini- 
tiative of the Arizona Department of Education to 
involve families of special education students. Led 
by parents of children with special needs, PIN pro- 
vides information and technical assistance to fami- 
lies and educators throughout the state. The primary 
role is to facilitate the volunteer steering commit- 
tee, Parents Are Liaisons to Schools (PALS), a 21- 
member volunteer group of parents of special needs 
children from diverse backgrounds and communi- 
ties who are appointed for 3-year terms. PALS 
members offer: parental feedback on special educa- 
tion topics; update local parents and special educa- 
tion directors with information disseminated by the 
department of education, including legislation and 
funding issues; give assistance and support to other 
PALS members; and encourage parents to become 
aware of their rights and responsibilities under the 
Individuals with Disabilities Education Act. The 
concerns and suggestions of parents have been used 
in state planning and development of new initia- 
tives, including a conflict resolution system, grant 
funds for parent involvement activities at the local 
level, parent training workshops, and an informa- 
tion clearinghouse that includes videotape and print 
material. In partnership with the special education 
director, PALS members develop an action plan tai- 
lored to the unique needs of their local school dis- 
tricts. PIN specialists are parents hired as part-time 
private contractors by the Arizona Department of 
Education to provide information, technical assis- 
tance, and training workshops to PALS, other par- 
ents, and educators. (TD) 
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This paper provides an overview of the Maine 
Department of Education's “Foundations of Inclu- 
sive Education,” a guide for early childhood profes- 
sionals, families, and educators on implementing 
inclusive education for school and preschool chil- 
dren. A basic premise of the guide is that inclusive 
education is not a separate initiative for children 
with disabilities but an integral part of school 
restructuring that promotes high standards for all 
children. Section 1 of the guide's 4 sections raises 
awareness of current issues and challenges that face 
educators as they restructure to meet the needs of all 
students, including those with disabilities. Section 
2 presents the importance of building collaborative 
partnerships and developing student-centered plan- 
ning. Section 3 explores options in curriculum 
design, instruction, and assessment. These prac- 
tices include multiple intelligences, performance- 
based assessment, differentiated instruction, and 
multilevel instruction intended to promote student- 
centered learning. The final section examines the 
challenges involved in creating a climate where all 
children can develop and learn, given the growing 
diversity in schools and communities. This section 
also provides a sample framework for working col- 
laboratively to address the needs of individual stu- 
dents, as well as the broader challenges related to 
administrative, programmatic, and community 
issues. Each section includes instructor informa- 
tion, objectives, a presentation outline, suggested 
activities, and review questions. (TD) 
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The University of Northern Colorado developed 
a master's degree program to train specialists in the 
education of students with visual disabilities in the 
14-state region of the Western Interstate Commis- 
sion on Higher Education. The program is student- 
centered, stresses effective interaction between fac- 
ulty and students and among students, and uses aca- 
demic resources that address the multiple learning 
styles of students. Although multiple media and 
distance systems are used to deliver this program, 
the World Wide Web was chosen as a central learner 
and instructional resource for the conversion of 
each course for distance delivery. All courses have 
embedded syllabi, links to discipline and course 
standards, course requirements, descriptions of 
course activities, an asynchronous threaded discus- 


sion area, a course schedule, a dedicated class list- 
serv, and a place for additional Web-based and other 
resources. Student support systems include an 
online admissions application, a student handbook, 
a Toll-Free phone number into the special education 
division office, a Webmaster who responds to tech- 
nical problems, a CD-ROM with Web browser to 
load on home computers, and course and enrollment 
listservs. The project found that the design of dis- 
tance education courses was expensive and needed 
much time and expertise; significant specialized 
design was required since most distance delivery 
technologies are visual; and extensive advance 
planning and faculty training were required. (TD) 
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Identifiers—Cameron University OK, *Oklahoma 
Because extremely small rural districts in Okla- 
homa have limited resources and are not able to hire 
additional specialists, and because parents want 
education in local inclusive settings, most special 
education teachers in these districts serve students 
with disabilities for which they are not certified. A 
survey of school districts in Oklahoma with less 
than 11 people per square mile found that the num- 
ber of special education teachers in these districts 
ranged from 0.2 to 7.0. Although 96 percent of 
these teachers held certificates in learning disabili- 
ties, mental retardation, or emotional disturbance, 
only 32 percent of them held certificates in all three 
areas. Forty percent of respondents had training in 
multiple disabilities and an additional 6 percent 
were completing their training. Many of these 
teachers stated “I do it all.” Because certification 
has been categorical, these teachers have completed 
additional training to ensure that appropriate ser- 
vices are provided, even though certification across 
disability categories was not required for employ- 
ment. Many teachers indicated that students with 
multiple or severe disabilities were served in inclu- 
sive settings. University teacher preparation pro- 
grams should restructure their curricula and 
combine certificate programs to transcend catego- 
ries. A special education teacher preparation pro- 
gram at Cameron University (Oklahoma) is 
described that provides a background in teaching 
methodology for all nonsensory disabilities except 
other health impairment, autism, and traumatic 
brain injury. Categories of special education certifi- 
cation in 17 states are listed. (Contains 10 refer- 
ences.) (TD) 
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ate Study 

A study compared the use of two approaches to 
service learning in an undergraduate human excep- 
tionalities course. The “Unlimited Choice-group” 
of 13 students designed and implemented their own 
service learning project involving persons with dis- 
abilities, and the “Limited Choice-group” of 16 stu- 
dents chose between 3 prearranged projects. 
Quantitative data were obtained from the standard 
university course evaluation survey. Qualitative 
data came from student journals and interviews. 
Results suggest that students benefited from both 
approaches, but each approach had advantages and 
disadvantages. The course evaluation survey 
showed that students in the unlimited choice group 
responded more positively in the content and citi- 
zenship domains than the limited choice group. 
Class discussions about the service experience were 
a critical component of service learning—the 
unlimited choice group commented on their value, 
and the limited choice group wished there had been 
more discussion. Students in the limited choice 
group were able to make more specific connections 
between course concepts and the service experi- 
ence, possibly because they served a more diverse 
population of children with disabilities. Most of the 
unlimited choice group focused on one individual, 
which greatly contributed to their satisfaction with 
the experience. Personal ownership, feelings of 
acceptance, development of relationships, and rec- 
ognition of the value of the service all contributed 
to student satisfaction with the experience. Selec- 
tion of appropriate service sites also contributed to 
the quality of the experience. (TD) 
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The current practice of including all students 
with special needs in the general education setting 
has resulted in new roles for special educators. To 
determine whether special education professionals 
are being prepared adequately for these new roles, a 
study investigated the self-reported competencies 
of special educators on a set of 35 skills important 
to special educators working in a leadership role. 
Analysis of surveys returned by special educators 
from Nebraska, Tennessee, Kansas, and Texas 
revealed four groups of competencies. Group 1 
dealt with developing budgets and procuring fund- 
ing, two competencies not usually part of preservice 
preparation of special educators. This group con- 
tained the lowest scores. Group 2 contained 14 
competencies indicative of recent changes impact- 
ing special educators such as using technology, cre- 
ating professional development programs for 
colleagues, and implementing a variety of adminis- 
trative procedures and initiatives. This group had 
the second lowest ratings. Group 3 represented a 
mixture of roles on a continuum from traditional to 
transitional. Skills such as assessing students with 
disabilities and developing instructional programs 
appropriate to the needs of the students were on the 
traditional end. Transitional skills included collab- 
orating with administrators, teachers, and families 
and advocating for students. Group 3 had the sec- 
ond highest ratings. Group 4 contained 7 traditional 
roles and received the highest scores. The findings 
suggest that teacher education and staff develop- 
ment programs should emphasize skills related to 
newer and more transitional competency areas.

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As rural schools prepare for the inclusion of stu- 
dents with disabilities in general classrooms, teach- 
ers must be equipped to modify curriculum and 
adapt classroom environments. This paper reports 
the results of an analysis of a series of instructional 
seminars for their applicability to curriculum and 
classroom environment adaptation. The series was 
developed by Oklahoma State University (OSU) to 
provide instructional skills to university teachers 
who do not have professional training in pedagogy. 
The series is being put online to expand access to a 
larger number of faculty, including rural teachers. 
About half of the program's 30 two-hour modules 
are currently online. The analysis identified effec- 
tive instructional strategies that can be adapted by 
teachers to meet the needs of diverse learners. The 
strategies and underlying principles cover 17 areas: 
instruction (teacher attitudes, behavior, and class- 
room communication); student production (creat- 
ing products that are authentic and have authentic 
audiences); psychologically secure environments; 
motivation; success; student expectations; scaffold- 
ing (learning assistance, cues, and support provided 
by teacher or peers); respect; adaptation to student 
abilities; prerequisite skills (ensuring that each stu- 
dent has the skills needed to learn new content); 
group activities; student choice of activities; opti- 
mal level of learning; learning communities; prob- 
lem solving; questioning techniques; and 
appropriate assessments. The Web site address of 
the OSU instructional seminars is included. (TD) 
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The lives of students with special needs are often 

chaotic, and they have difficulty with organization. 

The unfamiliar experience of a new substitute 

teacher can spring chaos into their lives. It is impor- 

tant to teach students, particularly those with spe- 

cial learning needs, techniques for coping with the 

unavoidable changes that occur when a substitute is 

present. It is also important to prepare substitutes to 

meet the needs of these students. The perception by 

students, parents, administrators, and colleagues 

that substitutes are less than full professionals hin- 
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ders their effectiveness. Substitute teachers take up 
5-10 percent of a student's time in school; therefore, 
actions should be taken to make substitutes more 
effective. Areas of concern include substitutes’ 
behavior management skills, substitutes’ instruc- 
tional skills and content knowledge, district policy 
on substitute assignment, emergency procedures, a 
substitute handbook, and training incentives. Rec- 
ommendations for structuring good substitute pro- 
grams include: (1) improving collaboration 
between the substitute teacher and the school dis- 
trict; (2) evaluating and providing feedback to sub- 
stitutes; (3) improving recruitment procedures; (4) 
developing and providing a substitute teacher's 
handbook on school rules and policies; (5) clarify- 
ing the substitute’s role and making expectations 
clear; (6) providing specific inservice training on 
classroom management; (7) improving the lesson 
plans that substitutes receive; and (8) appointing a 
district substitute coordinator. (Contains 10 refer- 
ences.)

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The University of Kentucky has been providing 
graduate-level distance learning programs in mod- 
erate and severe disabilities and early childhood 
special education since 1989 through the Training 
Rural Educators in Kentucky (TREK) Projects. To 
document the effectiveness of the program, a fol- 
low-up survey was conducted in 1998 with an 
emphasis on the program's impact on students with 
disabilities, other teachers, and school districts 
Surveys were returned from 29 former and current 
TREK participants. Results indicate that a signifi- 
cant number of participants had achieved an 
advanced degree or additional certification in some 
area of special education. A majority of respon- 
dents who indicated a job change felt that the 
change was due to their completion of the TREK 
course. On a scale of | (not useful) to 5 (very use- 
ful), the range of scores across all courses was 4.4. 
Components of the three delivery formats—on-site, 
satellite, and compressed video—were rated, with 
the satellite and combination approach tying for 
preferred format, followed by compressed video 
and on-site. A greater percentage of participants 
were implementing best practices for children with 
disabilities after taking TREK courses, and a major- 
ity of these participants shared information about 
the practices with other adults. Nineteen respon- 
dents reported that systemic changes in their places 
of employment resulted from the knowledge they 
gained in the TREK program. The emphasis on 
research-based decision making resulted in TREK 
participants becoming agents of change in their 
rural districts on behalf of children with disabilities.

Adaptations, accommodations, and creative use 
of alternative approaches can make a difference in 
the success or failure of many college students, par- 
ticularly those with disabilities. Gonzaga Univer- 
sity (Washington) has implemented a holistic 
admissions process that has resulted in higher com- 
pletion rates and the recruitment of more students 
from underrepresented groups. A manual is given to 
preservice teachers advising them of their rights 
and responsibilities and informing them of the mon- 
itoring processes used. Faculty are notified each 
semester of accommodations that preservice teach- 
ers with disabilities need to be successful. The 
semester before student teaching, prospective can- 
didates attend a meeting explaining application pro- 
cedures and general information about the 
upcoming experience. Just prior to student teach- 
ing, an orientation meeting is held. During student 
teaching, a university supervisor assigned to each 
student teacher observes the preservice teacher and 
acts as a liaison between the school and university 
Student teachers attend several seminars during stu- 
dent teaching. A remediation plan is developed for 
those who have difficulty, and if the student teacher 
cannot meet the competencies of the plan, the expe- 
rience is terminated. Those students get a second 
chance the following semester. On completion of 
student teaching, a review board discusses the final 
evaluation and recommends teacher certification. 
The experiences of two preservice teachers with 
disabilities are described to show how extra care 
and attention to individual needs can foster success 
in situations that once were considered impossible 
or unrealistic. (TD) 
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A Web site called the “Teachers Lounge” was 
created to enable group assignments for distance 
education students taking a televised teacher educa- 
tion course on collaboration and consultation in 
special education. The primary component of the 
Web site was case studies of four fictitious children 
in various grades whose teachers were seeking 
advice or information. Students participated by 
contributing to the Web site at least four times. A 
survey about their Internet use was returned by 53 
students. The majority of students reported using 
online services at least several times per week, but 
most had never taken a course with an Internet or 
Web site component. The vast majority of students 
reported little or no anxiety about the Internet com- 
ponent of this course, although three students had 
very high levels of anxiety about using the site. A 
survey evaluating the Web site was returned by 51 
students. Results found that students enjoyed the 
realism and quality of the vignettes and the compar- 
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ing of others’ perspectives on the situations to their 
own. Students wanted more frequent updates of 
information or more vignettes to respond to, and 
noted difficulties in accessing the site at various 
times. The bulletin board component of the Web site 
was not accessed as often as the vignettes. Thirty- 
seven students indicated that the activities 
increased their comfort about using an interactive 
Web site. Suggestions for improvement include 
additional collaboration among academic disci- 
plines, students in related fields, and students from 
other regions.

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Learning at a distance can be challenging for pre- 
service teacher education students living in remote 
rural sites. The Department of Special Education at 
Utah State University (USU) uses technology to 
overcome student isolation by linking students to 
supportive university learning communities. Many 
students in the USU distance education, special 
education certification program are nontraditional 
students—older, employed, with family commit- 
ments. Distance education provides convenient 
access to a university degree program in local com- 
munities but can be stressful for these students, who 
may lack college experience and self-confidence 
and need support. The USU program enhances stu- 
dent learning and support through the casy-to-use, 
low-cost, Internet-delivered Sorenson EnVision 
technology. EnVision is a teleconferencing system, 
using a unique compression technology to deliver 
voice and video over the Internet, even at very low 
data throughput rates. This technology allows face- 
to-face interaction among students and between stu- 
dents and university personnel in various learning 
and support situations. These situations include 
advising and mentoring students, tutoring individ- 
ual students, ccnducting study group sessions, 
delivering didactic courses, supervising practical 
courses, and training local cooperating teachers.

Professionals Ready for Educational Partner- 
ships (PREP) is a multimedia telecourse developed 
at the University of Utah to help preservice teach- 
ers, graduate students in education, and practicing 
teachers to understand collaboration. Using an eco- 
logical perspective, participants learn how to forge 
partnerships in the school, home, and community. 
PREP is needed because of growing cultural and 
linguistic diversity of students, the movement 
toward inclusion of students with disabilities, and 
the lack of teacher knowledge about how to actually 
practice collaboration. Course content includes: 
definition of collaboration; students at risk; prob- 
lem solving; communication skills and conflict 
management; traditional and changing school and 
professional roles; traditional and alternative 
assessment procedures; adapting instruction; and 
school-based, school-home, and community-based 
partnerships. Each of the course elements is briefly 
described: textbook; 10 one-hour stand-alone vid- 
eos; group breakout activities; support materials; 
and CD tutorials for each module. Evaluation of 
PREP revealed that certain media are better suited 
for some instructional activities than others. While 
students were expected to enjoy the CDs and vid- 
eos, surprisingly they liked the breakout activities 
even more. It appears that stand-alone videos with 
support materials and breakout activities is a viable 
approach for technology-enhanced distance educa- 
tion. Likewise, the CDs were effective instructional 
tools, especially when the students worked in pairs. 
Significant cognitive growth occurred in all settings 
and with all types of students. (SV) 
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Research indicates that adolescents with disabili- 
ties need high-quality transitional programs to 
make the transition to work and independent living, 
and that barriers inherent in rural areas and schools 
make service delivery for transition extremely diffi- 
cult. Current employment patterns suggest that 
small rural businesses and rural entrepreneurs could 
provide important and appropriate training sites for 
rural students with mild disabilities. To explore this 
possibility, 50 small business owners in rural north- 
west Ohio were interviewed about the factors that 
led them to start their business; resources required 
to start the business; math, reading, and social skills 
important in the business; and the role that entrepre- 
neurs should assume in training students to operate 
a small business. Results suggest that: (1) the aca- 
demic skills required for job performance fall 
within the range of abilities of students with mild 
disabilities; (2) the training sites offered by rural 
small business owners reduce rural geographic bar- 
riers; (3) start-up costs of the small businesses were 
minimal; (4) selection of small businesses as train- 
ing sites is more cost effective for the school system 
than in-school training; (5) small businesses add 
economic and social value to rural communities;

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Nationwide, the shortage of special education 
teachers is expected to grow, fueled by expanding 
demand and high teacher attrition rates. The situa- 
tion in Texas mirrors that of the nation. A needs 
assessment conducted by Abilene Christian Univer- 
sity (ACU) in west central Texas found: a continu- 
ing need for special education teachers in the area;

The Even Start Family Literacy Program is a 
national program designed to break the cycle of 
poverty and illiteracy by working with low-income 
families to improve adult literacy, parenting skills, 
and developmental and preschool readiness of 
young children in the family.

Survival Skills for Youth (SSY) is a life skills 
management program developed for out-of-school 
youth who have a history of failure in academic or 
employment settings, or who are considered at-risk 
for failure in the adult world of work. The skills 
taught are grouped into 10 areas, one skill category 
per workshop. The workshops include up to 15 par- 
ticipants who work together in activities that 
emphasize analysis, practice, and generalization of 
skills, and provide positive peer support and feed- 
back.

This book reexamines the meaning of education, 

and attempts to weave several major themes into a

Children may be exposed to pesti- 
cides through farm work; eating pesticide-treated 
foods; or contact with drift from pesticide applica- 
tions or with treated plants or soils. Children are 
more vulnerable to pesticides than adults. In 1998, 
an estimated 129,000 youth aged 14-17 worked on 
crops. However, this number may be an underesti- 
mate; younger children who are employed illegally 
are not reported, and parents may bring young chil- 
dren to the fields because child care is unavailable. 
The Food Quality Protection Act directs the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency (EPA) to reevaluate 
the amount of pesticide residues allowed on or in 
food and to consider “major identifiable subgroups 
of consumers” (such as farm children). Comprehen- 
sive information on the acute and chronic health 
effects of pesticide exposure does not exist for 
farmworkers, farm children, or the general popula- 
tion. The EPA has implemented the Worker Protec- 
tion Standard, intended to reduce farmworkers’ 
exposure to pesticides. These protections were 
designed for persons over age 12. Furthermore, the 
EPA has been inconsistent in monitoring the protec- 
tions and has little assurance that they are actually 
being provided to adult or child farmworkers. Rec- 
ommendations pertain to improving data on acute 
pesticide illnesses, protecting children under age 12 
who are in the fields, evaluating the adequacy of the 
protections for teenagers working in agriculture, 
and strengthening EPA oversight of state imple- 
mentation of the Worker Protection Standard.

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The main purpose of this study was to reveal 
Turkish pre-service science teachers’ attitudes 
toward science and science teaching by using a 
Turkish translation of the latest version of Science 
Teaching Attitudes Scale (STAS-II) by Moore and 
Foy (1997). The sample size of the study was 612 
freshman, sophomore, junior, and senior science 
education major students of four different teachers 
colleges located in different parts of Turkey. The 
reliability of the Turkish translation of the STAS-II 
was found to be 0.80 with the test-retest method. 
There is a significant mean difference between class 
levels (p=0.027). Teachers colleges and gender of 
students do not show significantly mean differences 
based on the STAS-II scores. On the other hand, the 
subjects of families having higher level incomes 
had statistically significant higher mean on atti- 
tudes toward science and science teaching than 
other subjects.

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The value of children's drawing and writing in 

science lies in its potential to assist children in mak- 
ing observations, remembering events, and commu- 
nicating understandings. However, a neglected 
aspect of children's representations is that they can 
serve the teacher as guide to children's understand- 
ings and as a diagnostic tool. By creating their own 
journal pages, children are able to depict their ways 
of seeing and understanding the science phenome- 
non, constructing or reconstructing the phenomena 
through their own lens of experience. The objective 
of this study was to investigate how children repre- 
sent science phenomena and activities on the jour- 
nal page. The sample size consisted of 16 first and 
second grade students participating in a one-week 
intercession class on earth materials. Data sources 
included the children's self-produced science jour- 
nals and field notes based on children's talk and 
activity.

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A visit to the natural history museum is part of 
many pupils’ educational program. One way of 
investigating what children learn about animals is 
to examine the mental models they reveal through 
their talk when they come face to face with animal 
representations. In this study, representations were 
provided by: (1) robotic models in a museum; (2) 
preserved animals in a museum; (3) live animals 
exhibited in a zoo. By recording pupil talk in these 
settings and then analyzing the content of the talk 
for comments about the anatomy of animals, their 
behavior, habitat features and so on, both similari- 
ties and significant differences are revealed.

The quality of children's inter- 
actions with accompanying adults strongly influ- 
ences the science learning and curricular objectives

In 1992, a study described the legal status, aims, 
organization, resources, role, and future prospects 
of the independent educational sector of the 17 
countries of Western Europe and the context in 
which that sector operated. In the six years since the 
compilation, the European Economic Community 
has become the European Union. It has increased its 
membership by the admission of three countries, 
Austria, Sweden, and Finland; has been besieged by 
candidates from Eastern Europe; and has been 
debating the possibility of a common currency and 
some degree of federation that would further reduce 
the national identity and autonomy of its member 
states in favor of a common European citizenship 
Under present legislation, the role of the European 
Commission in relation to education is the promo- 
tion of the European Dimension and of cooperation 
among members toward common goals, leaving the 
organization and administration of national systems 
of education to the member governments con- 
cerned. At national level, devolution of central con- 
trol over educational systems and their curricula to 
regions and school governors has gained momen- 
tum unevenly and is evident in the Scandinavian 
countries and the United Kingdom. To attempt a 
parallel account of the growth of independent edu- 
cation in Eastern Europe would be premature, 
despite some real progress gained at great personal 
sacrifice to those concerned, most notably in 
Poland. The study does individual reports on the 
following countries: Austria, Belgium, Denmark, 
Finland, France, Germany, Greece, Ireland (Eire), 
Italy, Luxembourg, Netherlands, Portugal, Spain, 
Sweden, United Kingdom, Norway, and Switzer- 
land.

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This paper describes the development of the Cal- 
StateTEACH program at California State Univer- 
sity (CSU), Fresno, a system-wide initiative that is 
grafted onto the program of individual institutions.

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This paper discusses strategies related to the 
challenge of program accountability for subject 
matter knowledge and competency among begin- 
ning teachers. It focuses on reaching common 
understandings of three key concepts (accountabil- 
ity, subject matter knowledge, and competence), 
presenting them from the perspective of the state of 
Florida. Florida has a System of School Improve- 
ment and Accountability that guides the work of 
practitioners in the K-12 system and in teacher 
preparation programs.

Florida determines whether or not institutions are 
ensuring the competence of their graduates by 
requiring that they answer three critical questions 
via an Institutional Program Evaluation Plan. The 
paper concludes by making suggestions about how 
to meet the challenge of program accountability.

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This paper discusses the need to prepare teachers 

who are knowledgeable about current practices in 

technology and able to integrate computers into 

their own teaching, proposing that teaching assis- 

tants (TAs) be targeted for professional develop- 

ment in technology. The paper explains the 

rationale for making this recommendation and out- 

lines the steps taken by the University of Washing- 

ton to implement it in the teacher education 

program (TEP). The university planners believed 

that because TAs occupy a strategic position, pro-

TACCOL develops and implements an innovative 

environment for interfacing technology with mathe- 

matics and science education while achieving and 

maintaining systemic change in teacher education 

and K-12 learning. TACCOL's goal is to provide 

professional development for higher education fac- 
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ulty, prospective teachers, and cooperating teach- 
ers from local school districts to enhance 
instruction in mathematics and science through the 
use of computers, graphing calculators, calculator- 
based rangers, calculator based-laboratories, and 
multiple probes. A variety of professional develop- 
ment activities have been used to enable partici- 
pants to acquire minimum competencies. 
Participants learn through hands-on, interactive 
activities, with a constructivist approach to teach- 
ing and learning. TACCOL will be sustained 
through continued university and school profes- 
sional development opportunities, curricular 
change, and the ongoing integration of technology 
into mathematics and science content classes. Since 
university faculty have been trained to use the tech- 
nology, they are integrating technology use into 
general education and methods courses for prospec- 
tive teachers. Prospective teachers are feeling confi- 
dent about integrating technology into their future 
classrooms. Practicing teachers who participated in 
summer workshops are prepared to integrate tech- 
nology into their classrooms. (SM) 
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This paper describes the preliminary results from 
a longitudinal study of student teacher attrition and 
retention. The sample consisted of 316 students in 
an initial course in teacher education. Data collec-

The PDS described in 
this paper uses the Leadership Capacity Matrix as a 
framework to organize its efforts and focus collabo- 
rative dialogue between PDS partners and the uni- 
versity regarding the promotion of 
multidisciplinary leadership. The PDS is exploring 
how five critical features of schools with high lead- 
ership capacity correlate with four overriding goals 
of PDSs. Four principals from participating schools 
present their responses to the challenge of promot- 
ing multidisciplinary leadership in the context of 
PDS partnerships, examining important PDS part- 
nership contributions. The paper notes major chal- 
lenges encountered by this successful effort.

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The challenge to teacher education created by 

today's changing demographics involves excel- 

lence and equity. The present hostile climate at col- 

leges and universities for faculty of color requires a 

creative readjustment of the tenure and promotion 

process. A discussion for preparing, mentoring, and 

retraining future teacher educators of color using a 

multicultural approach is controversial. It must 

include the process of becoming an academic and a 

teacher educator. This process is assimilationist, 

with a preconfigured role for moving through the 
ranks from tenure-track to tenure to promotion. 

There is a historical disregard for racial and ethnic 
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context. The discussion of diversity requires people 
to revisit questions about the skills and sensitivities 
needed for constructive relations among diverse 
people. Teacher education must address racial and 
ethnic diversity via recruitment and mentoring of 
faculty of color who serve as role models and pro- 
vide greater variance in knowledge and skills for 
those who will teach. After explaining multicultural 
mentoring, the paper discusses: matching multicul- 
tural characteristics; free choice mentoring; institu- 
tional climate for multicultural mentoring; values 
and goals impact; operational theories; existing 
mentoring models; strategies for mentoring for 
diversity; strategies for mentors; traditional faculty 
evaluation; and implications for teacher education.

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This study investigated whether there was a sig- 
nificant relationship between the predominant 
teaching approach to which an individual had been 
exposed during school life and: (1) level of commu- 
nication apprehension (CA); and (2) preferred 
teaching approach if the individual became a 
teacher. A sample of 61 student teachers in the mid- 
dle of their education program completed the Per- 
sonal Report on Communication Apprehension 
(PRCA) at the beginning of the fall 1999 semester 
to identify their levels of CA. They also completed 
the Teaching Model on Expression and Exposure 
(TMEE). The TMEE]! identified preferred teaching 
approach. The TMEE2 identified the predominant 
teaching model to which participants were exposed 
in early school life. Researchers correlated PRCA 
scores with TMEE scores. Results indicate that high 
CA levels may be related to non-constructivist pre- 
vious school experience. It may be appropriate to 
assume that people who have above average CA 
levels might have experienced more traditional 
teaching styles in the classroom setting. Since the 
PRCA and TMEE! scores were low to non-signifi- 
cantly correlated, it is likely that regardless of 
respondents’ high CA levels, they may have the 
potential to dismiss traditional models from their 
teaching style schemata and become constructivist 
practitioners.

This study examines what really makes a differ- 
ence in improving student learning. Teachers are 
constantly bombarded with ideas about how to do 


their work more effectively and efficiently. They 
must be encouraged to be knowledgeable about 
recent research in teaching and learning and com- 
mitted to making solid research findings based on 
classroom practice. A literature search yields three 
domains which directly impact learning effective- 
ness: (1) learning environment; (2) teaching meth- 
odologies and student experiences; and (3) 
assessment and evaluation. The classroom environ- 
ment has both cognitive and affective elements. 
Parental involvement and provision of a safe, chal- 
lenging environment are particularly influential 
factors in the learning environment. Prevalent fac- 
tors in teaching methodologies and student experi- 
ences include cooperative learning, technology, 
brain-based instruction, and curriculum structure. 
The factors and practices of the assessment and 
evaluation domain which surface as predictors of 
student success and improved learning are predeter- 
mined through learning targets, authentic assess- 
ment, questioning, and various assessment 
strategies.

This paper describes a reflective thinking model 
for preservice teachers developed and implemented 
within one state college's teacher education pro- 
gram.

The reflective practice 
application stage (pre-student teaching/student 
teaching stage) requires analysis and application of 
various curriculum plans and designs and imple- 
mentation of various instructional models. Reflec- 
tive activities that were introduced in the two earlier 
stages are implemented in actual classroom set- 
tings. Reflective interviews, reflective journals, 
self-assessment, assessment of student learning, 
and development of next steps based on reflective 
assessment are implemented in this phase. The 
paper describes relevant courses for each stage.

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Tai Chi may be an ideal activity for accommodat- 

ing a wide variety of individuals with varying inter- 
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ests and physical skills while providing substantial 
health benefits. Theory suggests that children, ado- 
lescents, and healthy adults, as well as senior citi- 
zens and people debilitated by illness or injury, may 
benefit from the practice of Tai Chi movements. It 
has been practiced in China for centuries as a form 
of art, religious ritual relaxation, exercise, and self- 
defense. It is one of the few activities that improves 
with age and practice. Tai Chi may be performed 
passively (therapeutic) or dynamically (personal 
defense). There are generations of people who have 
performed Tai Chi daily and believe in the physical 
and mental benefits derived from the practice. 
Though it is not a high intensity exercise, it helps 
maintain and improve life energy and increase cir- 
culation, concentration, focus, and sense of well- 
being. When risk of injury and flexibility of perfor- 
mance are considered, Tai Chi is a viable alternative 
to aerobic exercises. The paper suggests its use in 
school physical education classes. Tai Chi's 
motions have a calming effect that can influence 
participants’ attitudes. Research suggests that Tai 
Chi may yield many health benefits. Most notewor- 
thy are findings indicating that participation results 
in more positive attitudes about exercise and 
improved mood. It appears that Tai Chi is a safe, 
beneficial exercise choice for people of all ages, 
with potential benefits far outweighing risks. (Con- 
tains 24 references.)

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This paper describes autoerotic asphyxia (AEA), 
using strangulation to enhance the pleasure of mas- 
turbation. AEA claims the lives of between 250- 
1,000 U.S. young men each year (though it is likely 
that it is underreported). Though AEA is found pri- 
marily among males, females participate, but in far 
smaller numbers. The most common motivation for 
adolescent AEA is thrill seeking and/or sexual 
experimentation in combination with a pseudo- 
masochistic fantasy of bondage and pain. AEA 
deaths represent a significant proportion of the 
overall adolescent suicide rate. Deceased victims 
tend to be white, middle class, unmarried males 
who are usually well-adjusted, non-depressed, high 
achievers. Suicidal intent is rarely evident. AEA 
practitioners perform AEA in order to enhance sex- 
ual pleasure through hypoxic euphoria induced by 
strangulation. In nearly all cases, a safety or escape 
system is built in, so accidental deaths tend to be 
due to failure of the safety mechanism. This paper 
presents six characteristics of typical AEA death 
scenes that distinguish AEA from other suicide and 
lists warning signs for parents and teachers. It 
explains how adolescents find information on AEA 
through the mass media and the Internet. The paper 
suggests that student-oriented education aimed at 
preventing or lowering risks to AEA behavior be 
presented in health education classes, as well as 
other secondary school classes. Also, parent and 
teacher association meetings, which focus on the 
warning signs and symptoms, as well as the relative 
risk of mis-education, should be organized.

This paper high- 
lights: the demand for alternative teacher certifica- 
tion; the early stages of alternative certification 
programs; who should train prospective teachers;

However, critics argue that teacher 
recruitment, preparation, and retention is much 
more complex than originally thought by policy- 
makers and alternative certification has not proven 
to be the panacea nor the disaster some predicted. 
Most researchers agree that one major difficulty in 
drawing a conclusive policy statement about alter- 
native certification programs is the great variation 
in state and local programs.

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This article describes an extensive literature 
review on metacognition which examined the prob- 
lems and promise that metacognition presents to 
educators (e.g., why metacognition has not over- 
come school administrative barriers and why there 
has been no widespread utilization of learning tech- 
niques that have been proven successful).

Based on teachers’ responses, significant 
differences and positive correlations were found 
between teachers’ present computer training, level 
of comfort, and computer usage in the classroom as 
compared to their preferred training, comfort level, 
and usage.

Common themes emerged 
over all six levels, but a large difference about the 
responsibility for determining ethics was evident. 

Students believed that serious ethical concerns fac- 

ing educators include really helping students learn 

and get through school, unethical demands from 
principals, racism and cultural problems, and stu- 
dent abuse. These beliefs varied by students’ levels.

High stakes testing is a given in many public 
school districts in the United States.

The 
project was a complete success; two of her groups 
gave very impressive and sophisticated presenta- 
tions on the topics of “navigation” and “supplies”. 
The teacher noted, “It's amazing how smart kids get 
when you teach them this way.” However soon after 
the completion of the exploration project, the prin- 
cipal called a faculty meeting. He made a direct 





order to the school teachers stating, “Don't teach 
anything that isn't on the Iowa test”. He then 
reminded the teachers about probation, testing suc- 
cess, and job security. After the meeting, the fifth 
grade teacher felt compelled to return to a tradi- 
tional classroom setting and abandon her efforts 
toward a student-centered pedagogy.

Although in the public 
mind the proliferation of dropouts is associated 
with a drain on the economy, there is no real evi- 
dence to indicate either that there actually are large 
numbers of dropouts or that dropping out is directly 
connected to economic downturns. Mandatory edu- 
cation for all may be a mirage if one considers the 
role that behavior and attendance policies play in 
providing built-in mechanisms by which schools 
can expel nonconforming students. Both schools 
and students are aware that compulsory attendance 
only applies within a stipulated boundary. In the 
application of school behavior policies, students 
who breech protocol are more likely to be expelled 
from school than they are to be helped and sup- 
ported in understanding and rectifying their behav- 
ior. School attendance policies serve similar ends. 
The stipulated consequences for nonattendance are 
the same as for any other prohibited behavior— 
exemption from the compulsory attendance rules.

Part of the Assessing the New Fed- 
eralism project, the brief also examines how much 
child support contributes to family income, whether 
child support reduces child poverty and income ine- 
quality, and whether additional child support 
enforcement efforts would really increase child 
support receipt among poor children.

Child 
support lifts about half a million children out of 
poverty each year, reducing poverty among these 
children by 5%.

care administrators to gather information on state 

policies for identifying, licensing, and financially 
supporting kinship care families. For purposes of 
this brief, “kinship care” refers to a child whose 
placement was arranged by child welfare authori- 
ties. States were found to differ in three primary 
ways: (1) who they consider eligible caregivers; (2) 
how they license or approve family members for 
caregiving; and (3) how they support kinship fami- 
lies within the child welfare system. Regardless of 
how states define kin, almost all give preference to 
relatives over non-kin foster parents and many work 
actively to recruit family members to care for chil- 
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dren in the foster care system. Policies on treatment 
of the kinship care family also vary among states, 
but in general (41 states), kinship families are held 
to a less stringent standard for foster family eligibil- 
ity than nonrelated foster families. However, about 
half of these states do not provide foster care pay- 
ments to kinship families meeting a lower standard, 
resulting in large differences in the resources pro- 
vided to public kinship care families.

Identifiers—Noncustodial Parents, Temporary As- 
sistance for Needy Families, *Welfare Reform 
The number of children living with a single 

mother has dramatically increased over the past two 
decades, and almost half of all single-mother fami- 
lies are headed by a never-married mother.

Evidence shows that fathers tend to 
be highly involved in the lives of their young chil- 
dren, but gradually drift away, leaving mothers 
alone to provide for their children. The U.S. income 
security system responds by providing services to 
single mothers and their children, but it does little to 
prevent the erosion of paternal involvement with 
poor children. With the reauthorization of Tempo- 
rary Assistance for Needy Families (TANF), Con- 
gress should consider whether any distinction 
between single and two-parent families is war- 
ranted within TANF. Congress should also consider 
encouraging states to broaden their eligibility crite- 
ria within TANF for noncash assistance and case 
management to include all types of poor families, 
including noncustodial parents.

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In 1996, only 30% of poor children who lived 

apart from their fathers received financial support. 
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That year, welfare reform addressed this hard fact, 
stepping up efforts to collect child support. How- 
ever, increased child support alone will not be 
enough. Further support, economic incentives, and 
revised child support policies are needed to enable 
low-income noncustodial fathers to take financial 
responsibility for their children. In addition to the 
opportunities implicit in the 1996 welfare reform 
law and the 1997 Balanced Budget Act, three other 
congressional initiatives taken together could give 
low-income noncustodial fathers a better shot at 
employment and financial responsibility for their 
children. One way is to establish a funding stream 
to pay for employment-related services to low- 
income noncustodial fathers. Another is to create 
incentives to pay child support, perhaps through an 
extension of the Earned Income Tax Credit to low- 
income noncustodial fathers who pay child support.

been made in the fight against violent crime over the

Submitting Documents to ERIC 


What Kinds of Documents to Send ERIC 


ERIC would like to be given the opportunity to examine virtually any 
document dealing with education or its aspects. The ERIC audience is so 
broad (encompassing teachers, administrators, supervisors, librarians, 
researchers, media specialists, counselors, and every other type of 
educator, as well as students and parents) that it must collect a wide 
variety of documentation in order to satisfy its users. Examples of the 
kinds of education-related materials collected are the following:

ERIC also accepts non-print materials (such as films, audiotapes, 
videotapes, CD-ROMs, databases, etc.), referring users to the original 
publishers/distributors for availability. | However, if such material 
accompanies a printed text, ERIC may process the printed text, as well 
as referring the user to the publisher for the accompanying non-print 
components. 


A document does not have to be formally published to be entered into 
the ERIC database. In fact, ERIC seeks out the unpublished or "fugitive" 
material not usually available through conventional library channels. 





Selection Criteria Employed by ERIC 


e QUALITY OF CONTENT 

All documents received are evaluated by subject experts against the 
following kinds of quality criteria: contribution to knowledge, significance, 
relevance, newness, innovativeness, effectiveness of presentation, 
thoroughness of reporting, relation to current priorities, timeliness, 
authority of source, intended audience, and comprehensiveness. 


e LEGIBILITY AND REPRODUCIBILITY 

Documents may be composed, typewritten, xeroxed, or otherwise 
duplicated. They must be legible and easily readable. Letters should be 
clearly fofmed and with sufficient contrast to the paper background to 
permit filming. Colored inks and colored papers can create serious 
reproduction problems. Standard 8" x 11" size pages are preferred. 


Two copies are desired, if possible: one for processing into the system 
and eventual filming, the other for retention and possible use by the 
appropriate Clearinghouse while processing is going on. However, single 
copies are acceptable. 


e REPRODUCTION RELEASE 

For each document submitted, ERIC requires a formal signed 
Reproduction Release form indicating whether or not ERIC may 
reproduce the document. A copy of the release form appears as a 
separate page in each issue of ERIC's abstract journal "Resources in 
Education” (RIE) and is also available via the ERIC Facility’s web site: 
http:/ericfac.piccard.csc.com. Additional release forms may be 
copied as needed or can be obtained from the ERIC Facility or any ERIC 
Clearinghouse. Items for which releases are not granted, or other non- 
reproducible items, will be considered for announcement only if they are 
noteworthy education documents available from a clearly identified 
source, and only if this information accompanies the document in some 
form. 





Items that are accepted, and for which permission to reproduce has 
been granted, will be made available by the ERIC Document 
Reproduction Service (EDRS). 


Advantages of Having a Document in ERIC 
Contributors of documents to ERIC can benefit in the following ways: 


e ANNOUNCEMENT 
Documents accepted by ERIC are announced monthly to all 


organizations receiving the abstract journal Resources in Education 
(RIE). 


e PUBLICITY 

Organizations that wish to sell their own documents in original copies 
can have this availability (together with address and price information) 
announced to users in RIE, thus serving to publicize their product. After 
the document is sold out at the original source, it is then still available 
through EDRS, if permission to reproduce has been granted to ERIC 
(Original copy prices, while the supply lasts, are generally less, and are 
therefore more attractive to users, than EDRS on-demand duplication 
prices). 


e DISSEMINATION 

Documents accepted by ERIC are reproduced on microfiche and 
distributed (at no cost to the contributor) to the nearly 1,000 current 
subscribers to the ERIC microfiche collection. 


e RETRIEVABILITY 

The bibliographic descriptions developed by ERIC are retrievable by 
the thousands of subscribers to the online database retrieval services 
(offered by commercial vendors such as DIALOG, OVID, and OCLC). In 
addition, there are thousands of locations offering computer searches of 
ERIC based on either compact disk (CD-ROM) systems (offered by 
DIALOG, SilverPlatter, EBSCO, and ERIC), local computer-based 
systems, or Internet sites offering free access to ERIC. 


e ALWAYS "IN PRINT” 

The presence of a master microfiche at EDRS, from which copies can 
be made on an on-demand basis, means that ERIC documents are 
constantly available and never go “out of print." Persons requesting 
copies from an original source can always be referred to ERIC. This 
archival function relieves the source of a distribution burden and solves 
the availability problem when the source's supply has been exhausted 


In addition, submission of a document to ERIC reduces the overall 
likelihood of overlap, redundancy, and duplication of effort among users 
It increases the probability that the results reported in the document will 
be available indefinitely and used in subsequent efforts. 


To encourage submission of documents to the system, ERIC offers to 
send contributors notice of document disposition, giving the ED 
identification number (for ordering purposes) of those documents 
selected for RIE. Additionally, ERIC will send a complimentary microfiche 
to each contributor when the document is announced in RIE. 


There are no fees to pay in submitting documents to ERIC, nor does 
ERIC pay any royalties for materials it accepts. Other than a statement 
concerning permission to reproduce, there are no forms to complete

The Educational Resources Information 
Center (ERIC) has been responsible, since 
its inception, for creating a bibliographic 
database covering the significant literature 
in the field of education. The document and 
book literature (announced monthly in 
Resources in Education (RIE)) has been 
covered since 1966. The journal article 
literature (announced monthly in Current 
Index to Journals in Education (CIJE)) has 
been covered since 1969. The database 
through 1999 contains 951,770 records 
(1.085 gigabytes) and has a growth rate of 
over 30,000 records (about 35 megabytes) 
annually. 


The ERIC database is available in electronic 
form to organizations for a wide variety of 
applications, including to vendors or others 
offering value-added online services or CD- 
ROM products. 


Under authorization from the U.S. 
Department of Education, the ERIC 
database is provided in electronic form by 
the ERIC Processing and Reference Facility. 
The entire backfile (1966 to present) is 
available, as well as regular updates on a 
monthly or quarterly basis, to keep the 
database current. These data are offered at 
unusually low cost to encourage the widest 
possible dissemination. 


The basic RIE and CIJE bibliographic files 
are available in the well-known “DIALOG B” 
format, as ASCII files with the data fully 
fielded and each field tagged. The individual 
variable length records include the complete 
ERIC “resume” (cataloging, indexing, and 
abstract or annotation) of each document or 
journal article announced. 


In addition to the basic bibliographic files, 
several peripheral files are also available: 


(1) Thesaurus of ERIC Descriptors (a 
controlled subject indexing vocabulary 
consisting of formally approved 
Descriptors); 


Identifier Authority List (IAL) (a 
semi-controlled list of additional subject 
content Identifiers, e.g., proper names, 
candidate Descriptors, etc.); 


Source Directory (an authority list of 
names of organizations that have 
prepared or sponsored documents 
processed by ERIC); 


ERIC Digests in Full Text (EDO). 
ERIC Digests are brief 2-3 page (about 
1500 word) documents on “hot topics”. 
The EDO file contains the full text of 
these documents appended to the 
regular ERIC bibliographic records for 
each item. 


The ERIC database files (RIE and CIJE) may 
be purchased individually or together. 


Backfile orders, because of the large amount 
of data involved, are sent to the purchaser 
on either reel magnetic tape or DAT 
magnetic tape, as the purchaser prefers. 
The preferred mode of distribution for the 
monthly or quarterly updates is by FTP 
electronic transmission, directly to the 
subscriber’s computer.
